THE NEW CIVIL SERVICE REGU¬ 
LATIONS. 

An Order in Council issued in 1876 cstublished new regulations for the Civil 
Service, coubtituting a Lower llivision, from which additional as^issumce is to 
Ih! drafted into the several Departments as from time to time may lie required. 
The following are the regulations under which men clerks ami boy clerks will 
be selected f»)r this division 

I. A Lower Division of the Civil Service shall be constituted. It shall 
consist of men clerks and of ix)y clerks, engaged to serve in any Department 
of the Slate to which they may from time to time he upjjointed or trans¬ 
ferred. 

а. No Department throughout Her Majesty’s Civil Service shall he i>er- 
nianently iiu:rc.Tsed or regidated afresh, witlioui providing for the introduction 
of a systeiu whereby such of its duties as arc of a suitahTe cliaracter shall be 
performed by incmlTcrs of the I.A>wer Division. 

3. Such situation.s in Her Majesty's (Jivil SeKice as are not s-uitaH*c to las 1 
filled up hy mcml>ers of the Lower Division are excluded from this present 
Order, andsliall, until Her Majesty's further pleasure is declared, be regu¬ 
lated. as now, hy (he heads of ihe i lepartments to which they belong, suhiect 
to approval hy tne fomnussioiiers of the Treasury, and conformably’ to Her 
Majesty's Orders ap|ilic.ihle to them. 

4. Proraotion.s shall continue to l>e made, and salaries to he paid, in the 
case of all clerks now serving, in like manner as if this Order had never liucn 
issued. Ihit no vacancies shall lie fdlcd up. nor any new appointments made 
in any Department, e.xcept by appointing clerks of the l/^wcr Division, until 
the Coinmissiuners of the Treasury have hoen satisfied tliat the number of 
clerks .serving in such Department with higher salarie.s than those of the 
Lower DiWsion is not in excess of the number sufficient to perform superior 
duties. 

5. The Civil Service Commissioners shall, at fixed intervals, or whenever 
they may, with the previous approv.il of the 'JVeasury, declare it to he neces* 
sary, hold coin{K:iilive examinations for men clerks and for boy clerks of the 
Lower Division. Candidates for men clerkships must )>e over seventeen and 
under twenty years of age. Candidates fur hoy clerksiiqifi must be over 
fifteen ami under seventeen yc.'irs of ago. 

б. Before any such examination is held, the number of permanent clerk¬ 
ships likely to fall vacant within the next six months shall he estimated by 
the Civil Service Commissioners. 'J'his numhor shall be increased by ten 
fiercent., and submitted (he Treasury for approval. When it h.is fieen 
approval the (avil Service Commissioners shall deduct from it the number of 
unappninted persons (if any) qualified for appointments by previous examinn- 1 
lions of the same kind, inchuling examinations under C.'lause 11 of ihis Order : | 
imd the remainder shall )>e the immlier of |)ersuns to be selected at the next i 
ensuing examiiuition. This uuiiiber .shall be published as ixirt of the notice of 
every such examiiiation. 

7. A list of the competitors sh.^!! l»c made out in the order of merit, up 
to this published numWr, if sf> many arc found by tin examination tu lie 
(pialified for apiKiintments in the Civil Service. 

8 . Kacii competitor named in a list shall remain the'Kin until he attains | 
the age (if a man) of twenty-five yehrs, and (if a boy) of i ineieen years, unless j 
ill the meantime he has been appointed to a sitiiuti<in in .s<ime public office. I 
Men on completing their ta'enry-fifth yc.ir, and boys on completing the j 
nincieentli year of their ages respectively, or on receiving a))poiniments, shall 
be removetf fiom the list. 

9. From thcM! lists the Civil .Service Commissioners, on the application of 

Dcjiartmeiits having vacaticics, may snpiily, on probation, the rc(|msite clerks, 
whether for iRiiinaneiil or lem|Kirary duty. Selections shall, us a general 
rule, he matle by the Civil Service Commissioners acconling to the order of 
the naifles on the lists; hut the Civil .Service Commissioners m.!}’ select any 
clerk who, in his examination, has shown siiecUl qualifications for tiny par¬ 
ticular subject, among those included in “ Regulation II.,” if specuil appli¬ 
cation for such a clerk Ire made hy .tny Dcjwirtment. I

THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 


The present age is remarkable, among other things, for Its engineering 
achicvcnieiiLs : ainung (he most rcreiu as well as tlic most imporiatit of which 
may be inslaticcd the piercing of a railway tunnel through Mont Conis, and 
the construction of a canal through the Isthmus of Suez. But an attempt is 
now to be made to accompli.sh a work not ies.s bohl in de.sign or difficult in 
execution than either of these great ciiterprise.s-—namely, to connect Knglaiul 
and France by a railway tunnel under the sen. which at its narrowest point, 
near I )ovcr. is about twenty miles across. 'J'hc idea is not a new one, having 
been brought forward at various times during the present century, but 
eitlier abandoned as impracticable, or deferred as beyond the present scope 
of engineering .skill. But the success of the Mont Cenis Tunnel, and the 
increasing im'JUivcnicnrc of commerce and tmfTu; between the two ''oun^rtes 
which springs from a lengthy sea voyage and the absence of good harbours 
on citlicr side, have pressed the .subject again upon the attention of the 
scientific world, and witli still more urgency th.m Ixfore. French and 
English engineers have h.ul v.-irious conferences on the matter, and some of 
the most eminent of them have com nrred In the practicability of the design. 
Sir John Hawkshaw taking the lead among our own men of scienoe, and fil. 
Lavelcye, well known in connection with the construction of the Sue/ Canal, 
being foremost among the French engineers. The result of their joint 
inquiries and rcprescntation.s was that the Frencli National Assembly 
granted in Augii.si, 1875. a (:once.s.sioii and full powers for establishing a 
submarine tunnel, and this was a^'crwards confirmed by the Presidem of 
the Republic. 

As soon as the concession was passed, prc|xiratory sonnding.s commenced, 
with the object of ascertainini^ the iirccisc depth of the water at various 
ji'tints Ixtwccn the narrowest hinits of the opposite .shores, the nature of 
the se.a-bottotn, and especially the pmbabiiily or otherwise ih.at the chalk 
which emerges from the ocean on either side of the Channel coniimied unin¬ 
terruptedly under iJie bed of the sea Ixtwccn llw opposite cliflTs. bir John 
Hawkshaw was llie first who succeeded in bringing up specimens rut Iroiii 
the real liotlom of the Straits, which aie usually covered with a layer of 
gravel, sand, mud, or stonc.s. One of the inMnimenis used by Sir John was 
sent as a model, from which others wmt made : they consist of a sieet tiilx, 
the lower end having a sharp edge, and the upper portion ixrforated with 
holes to allow water and ooze to escape. One of these tunes- whit hare 
made uf different diameters and different Icngth.s is fitted into the collar of 
the sounding-lead, which is of weight siillicieul to (xnetrate tbrouuh the 
thicker and harder layers. The .sounding-line was made of the best hemp, 
cable-laid. wa.s divided into metres, wetted, stretched, ami measured at the 
commencement and termination of each day’s oixralions. 

The Ixmndary line of the chalky stratum has been a.scertaincd hy the lend 
bringing up either sandstone or clay, wliich form the strata on either side of 
the chalk, and tlii.s over a distance of twenty-eight kilometres from the 
French i;oa.st, at which point English waters begin. 'Ibc consent of the 
English C/overnment -in this ca.se a mere formality- was ncccsstiry previous 
to nuking further surveys, which ]xrmission was readily granted. 

i'hc first series of observations and souuding.s settled two points : ~ Firstly, 
that no break exists in that iKirtion of the layer of chalk, mult, and emit de 
Kouen which comes to the surface on the bottom of the Channel in the 
}>arts where soundings were taken ; and. .secondly, that the dip (»bservcd in 
some of the strata nowhere exceeds ten pei cent. 

The next step w.'is to make Ixrings oti land, in the vicinity of the |x!nts 
most eligible for the commencement of the work, and Sangatte, near Calui.s, 
was the chief of the [mints selected. Bv these boring.s the precise nature of 
the strata, from the .surface to a depth sulficient fur the piercing of the 
tunnel, is ascertained, and also the quantity of water from springs or any 
other source which may have to be jirovided against. 

Up to the present time the boring opeirutons have continued to give the 
most favourable indications: and as soon as they are completed, provided 
they show the same promising results, a shaft will be commenced on the 
French side, and another on the English side of the Channel, near St. 
M^aret's Bay, and the tunnel will then be actually in progress. 'I'hc 
entire revolution which the successful completion uf the work would bring 
about between our communications with the Continent, and the correspond¬ 
ing Ixnefit to (ximmerce and in the promotion of international acquaintance 
and good feeling, need not be pointed out here. It is tn be hoped that the 
courage and skill which have devised the task will secure its effectual 
accomplishment.

Un his arrival at inanhoo<l he adopted the 
calling of a JoiirnalLsl, and, hating edited provincial pa}>ers of minor iin- 
fiortance. was a]ipointi‘d to comlut t the .Wo/sutitv in 184,'',. and continued to 
dischaigc tins ohicc until his death. He was also a frvipicnl cualributor to 
the EtitHburih and Qimrtdrty Reviews, and many of the prominent 
magazines He died in July, 187^.

WHBATsruNK, Sir Ch \rlfs, F.K..S., Ijorn in 1802, w-is one of the chief 
inventors of the electric telegraph, the scientific discoveries made by him 
liaving affordeil the groundwork ibr the present telegraphic system. In 1845 
he W.IS appointed rodisvir of Experimeut.d PliiK>souhy in King's (College, 
Ia)ndi)n. in i8(>8 lus received the honour of knighthood, and m 1869 was 
named LL.l). by iho University of Edinburgh. He >kas also honorary 
niemlKM-of m.iny foreign learned vicieties. He died in October, 1875. 

WiLsuN. Hknkv. Vice iVesidcni ol the llniiod States, was Ixirii in New 
Hampshire in 181 z, ami in early life was employed as a shoemaker. By 
solving a little money he procured crluc:aiiun for a few terms .at academic!? 
iwar bin liirthplace, but returned to bis trade, and in 1840 he was sent to the 
State Legisl.uuii*. He became known as an opponent of slavery, ami having 
for .some litim «;«mtimicd an active incmlRT of that p.irty', he was returned to 
the United States Senate 111 1855. He was elected to the office of Vice- 
Presidenfm 1873, and died in Novemlwr, 1875. 

WvNTKK, .\Ni>kEW, M.D., boni at Bristol in 181^ was a member of the 
Royal College of Physicians, and gave much of his time and atteiuion to the 
treatment of the insane. His work on “The Harder Lands of Insanity*' 
attracted much attenliou when it .ippcared, and he was also widely known 
OK the author of muneroits essays coAtributed to the Quarterly and other 
reviews and periodicals, many of which were retiublished in a scries of 
volumes under the titles “ Curiosities of Uvilisatigii * “ Our Social Bees," &c. 
K^died in May^ >876. 


INTERNATIONAL AND OTHER 
EXHIBITIONS IN 1876, &c. 

Thr great event of the past year, of this description, ha.s been theiiitem.'nlonal 
Exhibition at Philadelphia, to cominemonite the c-eutuuary of American 
Independence. 'Phis was upencil on the loth of May. by the Prc.sident of 
the United States, in the presence of the ministers from loreigu countries 
and A large concourse of spectators. Much was iacumplcte at the time fixed 
for the opeaiiig, and some of the nations to which space liad been allotted 
were very imperfectly represented ; hut as time wore on gaps were snpphed, 
and the aggregate approached, if it did not quite equal, the scope of the 
original design. 

Ihe scheme of the Exhibition was so fully unfolded in “Cassell's Ulus- 
irated Almanack *' for 187O that it is uuuccc}>.s.ary here to ciiicr into the 
details, and we may be content to chronicle the gen«:r.il success of the Ex- 
po.sitiuu. The pan taken in it by our own I'ountry was not unworthy the 
kind in which such gatherings originated, and the enterprise of our com¬ 
mercial men, aided by the activity of a /ealuiis rxecuiivc, produced a very 
l.iii rcprcsciuailou in Americ:i of British art and industiy. 

We have now to iiotuc llie other kindred exhibitions, either held in the 
past year or planned for the future, and must give the first place to 

'J'hI'. Contemi'i.atk) Paris Kxiiiiiition iik 1878. 

It hni liccn uimotinced that France will bold aiiotbcr Universal Kxpa.Mtioii 
III 1878, and that it is designed to eclipse the for^uw g.ithcnngs of' this de 
scription which Ituve been bchl in that country. Tlic site will ineiude a 
poriioii of the Champ do Mars, with the Troradero on the opposite side of 
the Seine., the two portions l>eing couiiecicil by the Pont dc Jena. A large* 
numl)er of designs for the lun.cssiiry buildings have lieeu sent in Ui the 
C'>nimis.sion of Selection, and 0/ these ihreo have been chosrn, tin* princip.il 
Ic.'itures of which will urohably l>e conibined in the exeention of the works. 
The whole w;hemc, with the prize drawings, will he placed m the hamls of 
tlic oliii lal architect of the N'ille dc i'.ins. 

'J’lirie will Ijc no .siipplemcniary building or aiim-xc, as on former occasions, 
but a united whole with noble jicrspectivcs. 'Hie Seim: will flow ilirongli 
the F.xhihttioii with all its ir.illic, iiu'lndiiiK the sicam service fioiii Loinlon, 
Tramways and omnibuses wit) pass under the dry arches of the brnlgcs upon 
the quays, where they will iieposi't visitors 111 tin* Exposition, while sieain 
l.ninchfs will land those arriving by w.iier, Tlic snrJace covered by ibe 
liitemuiioii.il Exhibition of 1878 w'lll be at least lour times tliut of the 
Crystal Palace of 1851. The means of ingress and egress will be uunvalk-fl , 
twenty doors will open upon the Clinmp dc Mar.s alone. 'J'hc railw.iys ;ilso 
will liehrouglit into close comnimue.ition with the Exhibition ; and, in short, 
arcording to the olficiat design, iiothuig will be left uudonu to make this one 
of the most inipnrt.mt and widcly-atteiidcd World's Fain* that liave yet been 
witnessed.

A Special loan collection of Scientific Apparatus wax exhibited .at the 
South Kensingloii Museum, in c«>niiccUuii with (be Stnence and ,'\rt Depart¬ 
ment of tlie Coinniitice of Council on Education. A barge number of the 
m«>st interesting scientific instrunieius, old and new, in uic kingdom were 
brought together, and some were obtained from foreign countries. The 
Kxliihitiou was inaugurated on the 13th of May, hy a visit from her Majesty 
the (^ueen accompanied by the Empress of Germany. 

Among the various objects of interest in the collection were instruments 
used by Galileo and T>co Brahe (lent by foreign counirios;, Sir W. Herschel, 
Bbick, Cavendish, Faraday, and other wcll-kmoyii men of science in pur- 
suiiug their investigations, also several illustrating the progress of astit^ 
iioimcal science, and the nieibixl.s recently employed in observing the transit 
of Venus; others showing the action of electric currents on each other; 
galvanic time signals; specimen'* of early locomotives, including Stephenson's 
“ Rocket “ and “PufTmg Billy," which were lent by the Commissioners of 
Patents; the first needle telegraphs of Me5.srs, Cooke and Wheat.stone; 
Po.st Office telegraphic apparatus; Whitworth’s mcasiiriug and testing 
machines; calculating machines , inxtrunicnts employed in acquiring the 
smiidard weights and measures; microscopes and microscopic drawings; 
phuiographic printing pruce.sscs , lighthouse apparatus, fog-horns, &c. 

The North Walr.s, rtc., Exhiuition. 

An Art 'J'reasnrcs and Industrial Exhibition for North Wales, Lancashire, 
Cheshire, and .Shropshire was opened on the sand of July, at Wrexham.

^ Nationai. Scut h)Ls.-- The Cominnniioner.s of National Education 

in Ireland rc^rt that there were U]>on the rolls of their Kclnxds in 1875 
i,oi t,799 children, nnd that returns obtained relating to 1,007.671 of these 
pupiU show that 708,024 were Roman Catholics. Hut in these returns of the 
numbers cm the rolls a child attending different schools in the year i.s counted 
,it each of them. The number on the rolls on the last day of the month ini- 
mediaicly preceding the annual examination in 1875. and W'ho had actually 
attended school on any of the fourteen days immediately before that date, 
was but 577,541, uud the. average daily attendance for the year was 389,961, 
being less by 5.429 than in the prei'edinc year.

T UK changes iti the hcatlsliij) of the Oltoinaii I'nijiire w)ii«.h octeurreti at 
short intervals la 1870 would aloiie sidfirc to make that year numorahlo in 
liislory. Abdul A/ir, who will be long icinf*nilM*rr«l mthis cuntr)- from the 
eirctunstancc <if his visit here in 1807, had rcigiic<l in 'I'liikt y (iflccii years 
when he was deposed in the Mimmer of 1876, and hk death, under pcrtiliar 
circumstances, followed .s<«>n after. According to the cnsiuin whi« h ha«i 
prevailed for some time among the OiUmian princes, the surcessii*n ilevtdvcd 
not upon the nearest in blood, Imt the eldest male heir of the leigiilng line : 
and hence Aronralli Murad, nephew «f the tinOirtunate Abdul A/i/. was 
ctdied 10 the throne.

JuKi'Jim tion Act.— l‘hc Act for ^'Aniendins 
the Luw in respect of the A|^|]atc JurtMliction of the Hoiixe of I.ords and 
for other purpoHC**" takc^ effect fniin the i.st of November, 187^, with the 
cxceuliun of -a few cUuses which )iad immediate operation. 'I'he caser. in 
which apiieal will in future lie to the House of Li)ra& are from any order or 
judgment of Her Majesty's Court of Appeal in England j of any Court in 
Scotland front which error or an apfieal lay to the Houtte of Lords by 
Common laiw or statute ; and of any Court in Ireland in the same manner. 
Every appeal is t(; be brought i>y way of petition to the House of lairds. 
An appeal is not to lie heard unless three Lords of Appeals arc present— 
namely, the Lord Chancellor, the Lords of Appeal to be amHiinted, aiul such 
Eeers of l*arliamem as are holding or have held “highJudicial ofTicc.s.” 
For the pur|)osc of aiding the House of l.ords in the hearing-of a)>peals, Her 
Majesty may appoint two qualified i>ersoin> to l>e Lords of Appeal in Ordi* 
nary.

iluctcd as if the statute had not |K(sscd. Orders may he made for bolding 
Ihvisioiuil Courts of the Court of Appeal, and to regulate the sittings. Actions 
iiuty be heard by n single Judge, and a Divisional t^ourt held hy two Judges. 
In the event of the state of busmes.s in the High Court rcijiiiritig anattciitiunal 
Judge, when any two of the p;u*d Judges of the Judicial Committee liavc 
diecror resigned, Her Majesty, uimhi the adtlress of Inith Htmses of I’arlia 
ineiit^ may appoint an additional Judge.

Ertncipal Secreiaric.s of .State, and in the ca.se of a conditional licence, or of :

of heathendom into a congenial darkness. 'I'liere was liardly a class whose wroiitjs it did not remedy, it rescued the 
gladiator ; it freed the slave ; it protected the ca|ilive ; it imised the sick ; it slieltcred the orphan : it elevated the woman ; 
it .shrouded .as with a halo of sacred innocence the tender yeans of the etiild. In every legion of life its ameliorating inlUienee 
was felt. It changed pity Irom a vice into a virtue. It elevated jiovcrty from a enise into :l healiuide. It ennoliled lahour 
Ivom a vulgarity into a dignity and a duty. It sanctified marriage from little more ih.in a liurdeiisonie convention into little 
lc.s.s than a Messed sacrament. It revealed for the first time the .angelic heaulv, of a I’nrity of which nu'ii h.id ilcspaired, and 
of a iMeekiicss at which they had utterly scofl'ed. It created the very conception of eliarity, and Inoadeiied the limits of its 
ohligations from the narrow circle of a neighbourhood to the widest hori/ons of the race. .And while it thu.s evolved the idea 
of Humanity as a common brotherhood, even where its tidings were not lielieved all over the vvoild, wherever its tidings 
were believed, it clean.sed the life and elevated the soul of each individual man. And in all lauds, where it has moulded tlie 
eharacler.s of its true believer.s, it has created hearts si»)iure, and lives so peaceful, and homes so sweet, that it might seem as 
though those angels who had heralded it.s advetlt, had also whispered to every depres.sed and despairing sufferer among the 
.sons of men, “'lliough ye have lien among the pots, yet shall ye be as the wings of a dove, that is Covered with silver wings, 
and her feathers like gold.” Others, if they can and will, may see in such a work as this no 1 liviiie I’rovideiice ; they may 
think it philosophical eidightemnent to hold that Ohrislianily and t'hristendom are adequately accouiited for by the idle 
dreams of a noble self-deceiver, and the passionate hallucinations of ,a recovered deinoniae. We persecute them not, we 
denounce them not, we judge them not ; but we say that, unless all life be hollow, there could have been no such miserable 
origin to the sole religion of the world which holds the perfect balance between philosophy and iiopularity, betvv'ee.n religion 
and moniLs, between meek .submissiveness and the [uide of Ireedom, between the iilcal and real, between the invv.ird and the 
outw.ard, between mcadcst stillness and heroic energy, nay, between the teiiderest conservatism .and the boldest plans of 
world-wide reformation. The witness of History to (.'hrist i, a witness which has been given with irresistible cogency ; and 
it has been so given to none but Him.’

Not 
only doc" it nit>ve l>y-llying and hv nnvigati'ig. to .sjn;ak, smooth water, 
bill it aKo travels on common velmle**, r.idM.iy utrri.u'es, decks of 
M-ssfls, vSic., especially during the months of Aiigusi atid September. It 
appears to be able to penetrate almost aiiywhrrc, and to be able easily to 
enter on new lii*lds of devastation, no matter how remote or by what ohslarles 
tlu-y may be se|Kirated from the regions already invaded. It appears that 
jwa.itix.-i and ilicir covering .m: neither more i*.or less apt to harliour tlie 
inseet th.in anything else,

iMi< rests .ukI duties by the authotilies .and men of di-\ol<ahiess to the common 
w clf.irc. 

These remedies arc- rsl. Si arching for and crushing every potato-hecile 
wherever found : .‘nd, Lrcqueni visits lo the jjotato-ficlds, ami scan liing for 
tin-eggs deposited on the umler side of lie leaves of die yioiato vine ; ami 
jrd, M'atclmig for the presence of the larvcc mi the buds and on tlie leaves of 
ilic jtlanl. in ordei 10 di'stroy them hy means of /'<!//,> t/ivv«, the only sub¬ 
stance ytt tiisiovvied to be efTeclually opeiaiive on a largo .scale for the 
destriu lion of tlu' insta'l in its larv.i state. 

By diesi- nie.ans, .uul f»\ these means only, the iiivadeil Auieri* an State.s, 
and tile western part of ('anadu, have Iweii able to sei.ure poiato-i-nips in u 
measure commensurate with the • arc and energy l)c.s'.)vved. and liy similar 
means only can the invasion lie rcLiulcil and lessened in its cfleeLs. 


THE DISCOVl'RIES AT MVCENAL. 


'J'mk tliscoverie.s of l)r. Svhliematfn' ai MM-cnoj tonstitiite what is certainly 
the most reinarkahle arclia-'ological event of Din lime. -M»oUl tin: middle of 
I.;?*-', I >r. Sclilieinann pitehed liis tem wiiliin tlie grey and massive walls whii h 
still crown the rm ky citadel «)f Mscen;*.. Here he set to wojk with picka.sc 
and shovel, inspireil by hope.-. t>( making discoveries whii.li would ihiow a 
new light iifHin antu|uity. 

In a few inoni.hs aftei ilie cotmneiiceinf.nt of his operations, the startliii;' 
rows llashi d ovrt'- J'airopi that, iliggmg m a i ornci of the Acropolis near tin- 
(late of Lions, he had, at ilie depth of alxnil Icn feci, found a i in.le of stfim- 
skills niHikiiig a sacn cl enclosure, vviliiin which stood upriglil five rtidelv- 
scntpimcd lomh-stoiies; ih.it on tliggiiig In low this circle, ihr<mt.h acompaci 
soil full of very .uicient pottery an<l other cnrioiis reinams, he liail come on 
live graves, llic sides of which were built of rithhle tiiasonvy. At the bottom 
of tlm.HC graves lav Hi>ini‘ric heroes, aii.-iycd in golden panoplies, theii faces 
loveVcdvvnh goUleii masks, their trusty weapons at llicir sides, ami ajian 
from them the romanis of Homoru- kul.es, the ricimcss of whose jicrsonal 
ornaments indicaicil their royal rank, and over vvlnj.-.c- ashes were strewn m 
lavish profusion golden flowers and other orniuiienis, probably of .scjinlchral 
import. Nor was there vv.mting other ? videiio* c'f the wealth of the person¬ 
ages hurietl in these tombs. 'J’hc ma.ssivc g‘'ld <'ups, the immense sioix* of 
copper vcsscks .uul weapons, the ric liiicss of harh.uic ilc« nation .st* piofn.sely 
be.stowed on every article of gold, and the yircseiicc in small ijitantitic.s of 
materials rare and of «lisi.mi origin, such a.s ivory, aiidur, tine alahasli-r, 
piecions stones, and l’’.gypti;m jiorcelam, all jiomled to the jicru>d when the 
tillers of Argolis hail .iccumidatcd, fiom tlie piuiulcr of numy ciiicJi and inici 
course wiilt many distant land.s, those stoics of weahli whii h led Homer 
10 di.stingiiish Mycena: us the only city where thou was “ nmeh gold.” 
When, thcrofotc, at a depth of about thirty fret, this gorgeoas sepulchral 
treasure suddmily revealed itself 10 the daxxird eyes of i>r. Sclilicmann. he 
at once assumed lhar the tombs he had dis overed were identical w'ith the 
five graves of Agamemnon and In’s fellow-vietiins, mentioned hy J’ansaiusis. 
ami of which the reputed sites were no tloiihl shown to that ancient travelli r 
on his vj.vit to fylimpia. 'I'hi.s as.suniption -a very natiiml one t<> the entliu- 
siastic mind of the iliscoverci has Ijcen much disjmled by archieologists i»f 
high aulluiriiy, and we need not here- enter niiu the particulats of the 
diacus-sion. 

'i'he antujullies from the tombs are prlnrijirdly gold cups. r»rnrimcnts of 
weapons and accontrcmenls, and jiersoiia! ornaments. Tin* subject -mutter i-f 
the ornaments is not, as in hiier Greek art, scenes and figiirc.s from ntyiliology, 
but ratlicr symhoU from the low cr forms animal life, such as butterflies ancl 
cuttle fish. On Ji few objects inylhologicat licings occur. 

l)r. Srhlieinann'ft brilliant and wonderful discovery has taught us much, 
but it has 0iad« us tlesire to know a great deal more. IW the diligent re¬ 
search of competent inve&tigatorK we nope the mastery of Mycena: will soon 
lie cleared up. and a rleclsion come to as to the probable rlate of the objects 
found, and their claim to be attrihured to the Heroic Age. 
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D£Ci£ASi:n 1876-77. 


Antomtelu, Cardinal, died at Rome on the 4th KovcTnT)cr, 1876. He 
was born at Sonnino, In A]iril, 180C, .tiid was therefore in his Kcventy'hrst 
year. He was educated ul Rome for ihs church, and after eiiteriiiK liuly 
orcler.<> held several ]>osts under tlu. late (irc|;ory XVI. He was creiited 
Cardinal in 1647 by l*itis |X., and continued from t-liat time to he the 
principal iK>litii:a[ adviMcr anu minister of hts Holiness. He filled the posts 
of Secretary of Stale to tlie I’upe, President of the Council of Ministers, 
JVcfect of tile Sacred Apostolic Pjd,tces,*and other offices.

'Phe deceased baronet, who was in his 
eighty-ninth year, scrvcil in the navy from j8o8 to i8jt, and saw much 
service under I.or«l St. Vincent and other distinguished commanders. 
He sat in 1 ‘arHamciU for sfintc years as re)iresentative for Bandon 
Bridge and Dungarvan. In July, 1833, he was appointed Genilvman 
Usher of the Black Rod. He was created a iKtroncl of the United King- 
dutn in 1838. 

OiBBKTT, John M()k<’:an, M.P., died ai Smith Kensington on the 13th 
Fehruary, >877, in the scvcmy-s*venth year of his age. 'I'hc Hccond son of 
the late Mr. William Cohliclt. the political agitator or reformer of the limes 
anterior to the passing of the first Reform Act, he was b-rn in the year 1800, 
and w'as called to the Ixir at .Lincoln’s Inn in Michaelmas 'Perm, 1830. He 
entered Parliament at the general election of 1852 as ouc of the members for 
CMdhmn (which his father had represented before him), and continued to 
hold his scat till 1865, when he was defeated. Having remained out of 
Ihirliamcnt for some'years, he again found his way into the House of 
Commons in 1872, being re-cho&en by his former constitneaU, though his 
opinions had veered ruitiul into a modiiied Conservatism. 

^uuKN, Mrs. Kichakd, died on the t7th April, 1877, at her residence, 
Dunford, nc.’ir Midhurst, Sussex. She w;ii Catherine Anne, dunghter of M r. 
Hutfh Williams, and fiMiuklauehter of Mr. iKivid WillUms, of Gellygoch, 
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MoiUgomeryahire, and married, in 1&40, the late eminent statesman, Richard 
Cubden, whwc widow she was left by Itis death just twelve years ago. From 
lliat time she lived in retirement at Uuitrord, and was very unwilling to 
allow her name to rome before the public. 

Coprington, Sir H. J., the Junior Admiral of the Fleet, died at his 
residence, in £atoa Square, Ix>mlon, on the 4th of August, 1877. He was 
bom in the year 18^, and was the youngest son of the late Admiral Sir 

E. Codington, G.C.B., who commanded the British fleet at the battle of 
Navnrino. He entered the navy in Februarj-, 1823, and was subsetiiicntly 
appointed midithipmaa in the Aauni, forty-six, Captain the Hon. K. Caven¬ 
dish Spencer, in which frigate he assisted at the blockade of Algiers in 1^34. 
He served on board the fl-igshipof his father at the battle of Navarino, in 
which engagement he was severely wounded. He ruse gradu.TUy, and in 
June, 1834. obtained the command of the On'sfcs, eighteen, in which he 
served on the Mediterranean station until his promotion to post rank, in 
January, 1836. He aftcrwar<U served at the destruction of the batteries of 
St. Jean d'Acre, iind for his services on that oct avion was nominated a 
Companion of the Order 

of the Bath. He after¬ 
wards oiTiciuted as Flag 
Captain to hi.s father, Sir 
Inward Codriiigton, then 
(.'ommatider-iii-Chief nt 
Portsmouth.

Hoard Mr. D.iwson watt w’cll known throughout tlie country as a popular 
lecturer, and was the miaister of an unsectirian congregation m Bii- 
minghnm. 

Fkkgilsson, Sir William, Hart., F.K.S., died on the loth February. 
1877, at his house in George Street, Hanover Square, London. He 
was liom in t8i> 8 at Preston Pans, and was educated ut the High Sclmol 
and the Umvcrsiiy of Edinburgh.. At the age of eighteen lie commenced 
his prufe.s.Hiuual &tudic.s : in 1828 liecamc a Licentiate of the Royal College 
of Physicians of Edinburgh ; and in 1836 was elected surccon to the 
Royal Inbtmary, and began to divide the surgical practice of Edinburgh 
with Mr. Syme. In 1840 he came to lAindon, having been appointed Pro¬ 
fessor of Surgery at King^’s College. On the death m Mr. Key, in 1849, he 
was appointed Surgcon-in-Ordinary to Prince Albert; in 1855 he was 
appointed Surgeon Extraru’dinary to the Queen ; and, in 1867, Sergeant- 
Surgeon to her Majesty. He was created .1 baronet in the year iSfis. 

Haluoav, Anokew, died in London on the toth April, 1877. Mr.

Mr. Hunt waii the 
son of the late Rev. George Hunt, of Wudenhou, Northamptutishirc, by 
his marriage with Kinma, daughter of the late Mr. Samuel (•anliner, of 
C.oombe lyi^gc, near Goring, Oxfonlshirc, and was l>orn in the year 1875. 
He was educated at Eton and at Christ Church, Oxford, wlu-rc lie tisik 
the usual degrees, and w.is called to the liar at the Inner reniple in 1831, 
joining the Oxford Circuit: hut preferring prilitics to legal studies, he 
entered Parli.iment'-afier having previously, in 1857. tmsui-icsHftdiy con 
tested the borough of Norlliampton- at the gciu-r.il elfction of 1857 as 01 e 
of the members for the Northern I)ivisi«)n of Northamptonshire, which 
he represented without a break for twenty years.

He entered a house ofhusine.vv in lamdon in tHaj, and bBCanu-, 
in 1830. a junior partner in the firm of firouoock, Cojiestakc, and Co., 
and sewed muslin mauiifacturer.s During his comiccliou with the firnL.wduch 
.subsequently assumed the n.inte of Concstakc, Moore, and (a».. the busiiic-,'. 
was greatly extended, ami it now has lactoiie.s at Nottingham, .Mam hcsit f, 
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Paris, and New Vork. Mr. Moore had a lanfc .share in the foundatjon of ^ 
tile Commercial TraveUers’ School at Piiuier, and other iiiKtituiions. JHe 
went with Colonel Stuart Wurtley to Paris on the cessation ol the siege in 
1871, and adminUlered the fund ntised to relieve the distressed population.

EXHIBITIONS AT HOME AND 
ABROAD. 

Thr year 1876 was signalised by three noteworthy exhibitions—the 
Centennial F^xhibition at Thiladelphia ; the Loan Collection of Scientific 
Apparatu.s at St»urh Ken.*.ingion : and the Brusiiels Exhibition of Objects 
Relating to Public Health and Safety. 'I.’hc year 1877 has expeiidcti its 
cncrgie.s in less peaceful channels, ana the only Kxhibitinuur importance h.as 
been that held m London, ui commemoration of the 4octh auuiver.sary olThc 
production of the lirst printed book m England by Caxlon. The necessary 
preparations for the Pans Exhibitiou of 187b Jiavc also been pushed forward 
with activity. Of these Parisian doings wc shall speak immediately, but 
first as to 

THK CAXTON EXHIBITION. 

'I'HR olijccts of greatest interest in this Exhibition, which was opened at 
South Kensington by Mr. oladstone, 011 the 30th of June, were naturally 
the pioductioiis of Caxion s own press. Of these no fewer than rga were 
brought together, representing over elglity distinct works. According to 
Caxtuiiian Mudents there arc ninety-niuc works of his press known. Of 
these, with three exccplums, those which were nut represented by onginal.s 
were illustrated by J»n ’simiifs. ituch a collection had never before been 
brought logeiher. 

The F'.xhihition also contained a remarkable series of Bibles arranged in 
rhroimU'gh id onlcr. 'i’he series commenced wiili the famous Metz Bible by 
tliircnberg, which was also the first printed book. This was followed by the 
Mentz P alter, of 1457. on vellum, lent by Uie Queen, one of the handsomest 
books ever printed In the long array of Bihles lA'blished 111 the seventeenth 
ccnluiy there was also a copy of the English Bible of 1631, known as the 
Wii;kc<l Bible,” from the lact of the word not licing iuiiitted in one of 
tile cuminandmciits. 

'Ihf lower galleries of the Exhibition were mainly devoted to illustrating 
the ptorc.Hsts of printing, from the early wooden presses and iiaiidmoulds for 
casting ^ype, tn steam-prvsse.s and automatic ty^Kr-casting niachine.s Tyjte- 
settiiig and type-distributing machines were also inchuietl. One old pruiis 
wa.sshi.twn (s:nd to l>e the oldest inexistence*, and :ilthoiigh perhaps not itiude 
more than u century and a half ago, it illustrated the method of printing in 
t,’:ixtoii s nine. It is wliat is known as a 'Two-pull pre.ss,’' because only 
half a forme can be pulled at a time. 

'X'lic various <-las.scs into which the Exliibition was divided were hrtefly as 
folhnvs .—Documents relating to (.'uxton, and books illustrating the develop¬ 
ment of the .in of printing iii England and Scotland ; objects illnstrating the

.spccimcn.s noticeable for rarity or fin beauty and cxccilon<;r of typograplij*; 
specimens of printing ; jtrinicil music : bixik illustrations and other specimens 
ot cngiaviiigs; printing in colours and i>llier processes; portraits and 
.lutogmphs, books relating to printing: curiosities and miscellanies; tyn* 
and other printing malei ials : stentotyping and electrotyjnng ; coppcr-piuie 
printing, liihograpiiy ami photogniphy ; paper ami paper making.

Oiva! exertions arc lieing out forth iii connecHon with the coloasai works 
of the Kxliibitiou on thu Champs do Mars. Fhe 0)ierationK have been 
watched by the public with interest, and the methodical niaMtier in which 
everj thing has been done has excited universal .idmiratiun. ^ As each huge 
piece of iron arrived it was rapidly hauled to its prufier ixisitton by immense 
cranes, and there firmly riveted. Whilst one end of u gallery W'aa thus 
hourly progressing, the glaziers might be seen at the other rapidly filling in 
the iron s:islic.s. 'Thus, by means of skilful co-ii|>crati()ii. no time wn.s lost.

ExroKTS and Imisik'I's ~Notwithst.yndiiig the decline in the value of 
the exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures to 4300,575,856 
in 1876, the amount is more th.an double what was ever attained nntirtweuty 
years ago. The total first reached 60 millions in 1845, xuo millions in 1856, 
150 millions (i< 3 o millions, in fact) in 1864, nearly 200 millions in 1870, 223 
milliuns in xl^>> and alxive 350 millions in 1872 and 1873, a decline then 
setting in. ^ The real value of the imports was first ascertained in 1^54, and 
the amount in that year was 153 millions; it first reached fund exceeded) aoo 
millions in 1B60, 350 millions (274, in fact) in 1864, 300 miltion.s in i8y6.

Emigration Statistics.-R eturns issued by the Board of Trade show 
that ill the course of 1876, xo 3 , 6 f>i emigrants, of Briti.sh origin, left pons fif 
the United Kingdom at which eimgratiou officers are stationed: 53.881 for 
the United States, 31,764 for the Australian Colonies, 9,372 for British 
North America, and 7,584 for other places. ITiis emigratimi from the 
United Kingdom in 1876 was 92 per cent, less than in xSys, which had in 
its turn idiown a decline of 31 per cent, from that in 1874. The decHne in 
18^6 was equal to tx per cent, in English. 30 in Scotcii, and 36 in Irish 
emigrants. In 181^ the total number of emigrants from the United Kingdom 
was only 3,081. Since 1819 emigration has been greatly encouraged.

IMPORTANT ACTS OF PARLIAMENT 

Passed in iht Session of 1877. 


Tmk Parliamentakv Skssu>n of 1877, fourth session of the Ninth 
P.-irfiameiil of the Queen was Ijrjuf^ht t<* a dose oti tfic or August. J'lie 
measure was the South African t'oijlciii'rauoii Bill, [wsscd to enal>le 
the Kiiropean committees of South Afru a to umte upon such terms as may l>c 
agreed upon. Tlic Universuifs Act was aUo pisseJ, enabling the lh)ivt.r 
silies of t)xfor(l and C.unbiiw^e to cNtend more gencraJIv the iKriicrii ol the 
lugher education. Acts wen* jiusserl rt)r ic orLMtus'ug lire SutK'nor Courts 
ofju.sticc in Ireland, and for rchirming and conferring an extensive ctjuiiahlc 
juris ij'lion on the County Court.v Other iiiiijoriani Act* of the Session 
were as follows : — 

I'utiiar: CoMi’ANiPS. 'I'liis Act is t<* amend the C’omp.ai«es Arts of i86.« 
ami iHfij. 'liic object of tlic s^ttutc (40 and 41 Viet., cap atd is to remove 
doubts whether the f«>wcr given by the Crtrrip.intcs Act.

U u> now provided thnt the woid '‘rapied" shall inrludc 
paid-up capital, and tlic jxiwer to todure capital shall include any lost capiml 
or c,tpitul unrepresented by avad.dde as.sets, or to p.iy off any capital wnidi 
may be in excess of the wan s of tlie company, and taid-np capital may be 
reduced cither with or without cxtiuguisliing or reducing the liaUlity re¬ 
maining on the share.s nr the r imimny. and to the extent to which such 
liability is not extiugul hed or reduced it .sh.all be deemed to be preserved, 
notwith-.iandliig anything contained in the Comp.inieK Act of 1867. A I 
connKiny is now enipowcred to reduce it.s capital by the cancellation of | 
unissueil shares. The Ai.i prov dcR for ihc reception in all civil and criminal ' 
courts i/> certified copies of dor imenls proceedineH registered uiulev ihc 
Acts of ^uint Stock Companies in the United Kingdom if duly certified as 
true copies. The Act has immediate operation. 

Pum.ir LihHARiKs. I'hr amended Public Libraries Act recites that the 
mode by which tlic Act mu.sl now be adopted is by public meeting, **and u ; 
bus been found that in many cases a public meeting is a must incorrect and ‘ 
uiuiati.sfuctory mode, and fads to inaicatc the general u,jiiiiun of the rate- ' 
payers, and it is desirable to uscert.ain these opinions more correctly.” The 1 
opinion of rate{>ayer.s. as to a majority, may now l>c ascertame<t by a public i 
meeting, ^'or by the Issue of a voting paper to each ratepayer; and the | 
subsctpicnt tiollection and scrutiny iltercof, .and any expense in connection ^ 
with such voting papers shall be borne in the same wav as the cxpen.se I 
of a public meeting would he borne, and the decision u 7 the majority so | 
ascertained .sliaJI be equially binding ” In addition to the simple vote “ Vos ” 
or '* No ” as to the adoption of the Act. such voting paper may stipulate that 
its adoption shall be subject to a. limitation to some lower >ate of assessment \ 
than the wmarz/wnw allowed by Act of I’arliament in force at the time, aiul 
Mich lower limit, if once adopted, shall not be sabsequently altered, except I 
by public vote similarly taken. 

WATaa StJvi’Lv,—'inis Act, 40 and 41, c,ap. 31, contains some important . 
provisions as to the supply of water. It is to give further facilities to land 1 
owners of limited interest in England .and Wa'es and Ireland to charge their ' 
estates with the expenses of constructing reservoirs for the storage of water, i 
and other similar pur|X>ses. After referring to the charge on estates for | 
the supply of water for agricultural punioses, the .Act recites that in many j 
places it would greatly conduce to the affording of a plentiful supply of pure * ; 
water to the inhabitants of villages and towns, .and to ilie indu.striai rciiiiire- 
iiients of the locality, if facilities w'crc given to landowners of hmiCed interesu 
to charge their estates, .subject to the approval of the Kticlosure C'ommis- 
sioners, with sums expended Ity them in consinu tiug reservoirs and other 
woiks for the supply of water of u character pcrnianciitly to in«.reasr tiie 
value of such estates (or other tlian .'igncultural purposi;.s, or to be otherwise 
»er(Ranetitly piodui'live of prohi to the owners of the estates and if such 
and-owners were also enabled to charge their estates with sums subsciibcd by 
them for the conslnictiuii of waterworks <m the same terms and conditions 
us those on which they are now enabled to charge their estates with subM-rqi- 
tlon.s fur tlic construction of railways and canals. In nine sections the 
mode of carrying out the st.>tute with the Kinlosun* Coinmisstoneis is .set 
forth, and if adopted would be of great public liein hi. as staled, in securing 
a plentiful supply of pure water lu the inhabitants of villages .ind 
towns." 

New Act on Dyna-mitf.— I'his Act prohibits the use of dynaniitc or 
other exploftivTS for the purfiose of c.itching or destroying fish in public 
fnheries. Any person who uses such a substance is to be lialilc to a fine not 
exceeding jC^o, or to lie iniprisoned, w itb or without hard labour, for .a term 
nut exceeding two months : “Any olToncc committed under thi.s Act on the 
sea emtse, or at sea within one m.iimc league of the coast, shall be deemed 
10 lor coiumirted in a puldic fishery, and it beyond tJie ordinary jurisdiction 
of any Court of summary jurisihetiou shall be deemed cither to have bet 11 
«'ommiltcd on the laud abutting on such sea-db.asi, or adjoining .sucli sea, 
or to have l>eeu committeti in any place wiieie tlic oileiulcr is fouitO, who 
may t>c tried and impri.sntied accordingly " 

New Ac'I‘ on 'I'kaije Makks.— J'hi.s is an Atttorvtcnd the time for the 
regisuation of traile m.uks in respect to trad< marks used in textile in¬ 
dustries. The object of the statute is to extend i'» the isl of Jatmary, 187R. 
the time for the registration of trade marks used in the textile mdustries. 
'1‘ie expressirm '■■rr.ule marks used in the textile incltistrics" means the 
trade marks relating to goods comprised in classes to jf,. both inclusive, of 
the b'lr'-i Schedule tc> the rules under the IVudc Alarks' Kegistration Acts, 
1875-6. dated Septcml»er, 1870. 

iiKSTRocTivK Insi-.cts .Ai t,— 'I'liis Act •••• sj)ccially <lirccied against the . 
i'olcmido lieetk* “for preventing the introduction and spreatjing of insects | 
destructive to crops,” gives power to the Privy i'ounci) to m;ikc orders for ' 
pruvetuitig the introduction into tlre.il Britain of “ the insei i desigiiatud .is 
Ihtry^hoftt DfictuliHiutiity and commonly called tlic t.)olorHdo Irecllc.”

OfEN Sfacrk in the Metropolis^—T he Act 40 and 41 "Viet., cap. 35, ■ 
was passed with u view to affoMtne facilities for the enjoyment by tlie public 
of open spaces in the metropolis. The object of the statute is to obtain open 
spaces, and to enable the Metronolitan Board of Work.s to acquire the control 
and management of them. 'I'he AletsoiKditan Board may acquire and hold open 
EpaccH forthe benefit of the public, and the right of entry as places of exercise 
and recreation may be cottveycil to the Metropolitan Beam of Works, and 


the Hoard may make provision for the same. In the City of London tin- 
powers of the Act are to lie executed by the Coloration. 

Tiik Canal Boats Act.- This Act comes into operation on the ist ot 
luuuury, *878, but will not he enforced before January, 1879. All can.d 
liouis, barges, or flats must then be registered, marked, and numbered in a 
prominent place by theirowuers, stating to which place the boat is regisitrri'd 
as belonging to, before they can be used as dwellings. Certirtciites of regis 
tration, fixing the number of |.>crsons allowcil to dwell in .% can.'il boat, barge, 
or fl.at, will be obtainable of the officer of rcgistraiioiL for which a small fee 
will he charged. The Israts will not be allowed to carrj- about infei;tjt)u.s 
diseases, and provision will have U> he mode by the owner for proper venti¬ 
lation and the sejwiralion of the sexes, and the IhkUs will have frequently to 
be ihoronglih clcancil, painted, .and ^ndered habitable. Any {NTson duly 
auliiorised by the jiroper nnihorities will have |H>wer to enter these hunts and 
detain them until .all the l.aw requires i* carried out. and the ma.ster o'the 
boats shall, if rc<|ucsied by the officer, produce to him the certificate of his 
registry. Children living in a canal Iroat, Uarge, or flat are to be .subject to 
the <:ora)m)sory clause.s of the Education Act which are In force .it the place 
at which the bo.'U is registered us belonging to, and they will be treated in 
every resp*c:t as children of other working classes arc, and not thrust into a 
corner without questions being put to them, as has l>een the case in some in 
.stances hitherto. Power is given to canal compunieiorassocmtions to apprO' 
priatc anv portion of their furuls for the establishment or niaiiilen.irit;c of 
schools wherein the clitldrcn living in canal boats may bcliMlged, nuiniained, 
and cducutfd The master and also the owner of a canal boat, Itargc, or flat 
sliali oacli be liabh to a line of vios. for each time iftt boat is used as a dwelling 
contrary to wh.u the Act requires. Any person obstnictiiig an officer in the 
performance of his duty .sh.ill Ik? liable to a fine of 40s. 'J'he m.'istfr of any 
canal boat, barge, or flat shall lie liable to a fine of 40K. if he illegally detains 
the ccriilii ate of registry of such boat; part of sneb fine may be paid to the 
person injured by the detention of such certificate. The Act docs not extend 
to Ireliuui or Scotlaml. 

Ji'oiciAi. Rati NO. — An Act has been pa^ed with the object of preventing .a 
delay hcrctokire occasioned in soim* leg.al proceedings, because a judge could 
not l)c found to try the cause on account of Iniiiig u ratepayer. It is entitled 
‘ An Act to imakc Provi-ion with Kesuect to Judicial Proceedings in certain 
(.'uses relating to Rating.” It provities that no judge shall be incapable of 
acting in his judicial oflfice in any proceeding, whether commenced before or 
after the passing of the statute, by reason of his lieing as one of several rate¬ 
payers or us one of any other class of persons, liable, in common with the 
others, to cimtr^ute to, or be iK-ncfitcd by, any rate which nmy be iiicreasetl, 
diminishvtl, or in any way affected by such pr.icceding. The A< i has a re¬ 
trospective ell'ect, as well as to future cases in the Uiiiteil Kiiigduiii. 

Eici KstASTicAL CocKTS.—All Act of PurliameiU (40 ami ^1 Viet., cap. 
25) was passed during the session, in which there is a provision throw'ing 
o|K?n to solicitors the right to practise in Kcelesiasiical (Jourts iu England. 

< in the first f>f Jamutry “ any solicitor nmy practise in all Courts and before 
alt persons having or exerci.sing }a»wer, authority, or jurisdiction in matters 
ecclesiastical in England, and shall lu* deemed to be duly qualified to pnactisi* 
and may practise In all matters relating to applications to obtain notarial 
factiliivs, and gent’ially sliuil have and may exercise all tlie powers and 
aiithoritic.s, and sliall be entitled toall the rig Ills .and privileges, and may fulfil 
all the functions and duties wlach appertain to the office or iirofe.ssion of a 
proctor, whether in the provini. ia', duu esan. or other Juristlicilona m England." 

A Nkw Act on Prisons.- Tlie new An “ to Amend the Lawielaiiiig to 
Prisons in England " coat.iins sixty one sections, ilivuled into two paru the 
fii-st part relating to the tniiisfiT am) administration of priMsiis, and the second 
to the obligation to maim.tin lu-j^oiis .and prisoners, w*ith the inode of treat 
ment to l»e adojued. 'I’lic .statute as to its geucrai provisions will not take 
, effect till the jsi ol April, 1878, whicli is lernnid the *’ commencement; ” but 
! it has immediate operation as to the lules ami regulations to be made by ilio 
I S'ecret.ary of State, ami the appointment l»y Her Alaiesty. on his retoni- 
meudatioii, of Prison Comnii.ssionei’s,'’ not to cxcccil five in number ; and 
j the salaries of the Uommi-sioiicrs, with the other officers uml servants, to lie 
I such as the Secretary ol Stale, with the rocsent of the Treasury, may ile 
’ terniine. Oiilhc isi of April the malntoiunceof prisons and prisoners isto !>e 
' ilcfraycd by moneys provided by Parliament, and tlie pri.sons are to vest in 
I the Secretary of State. 'J'he ilutics of the “ Prison Commissioners’’arc .set 
forth, and reports t<i lx* made by them to the Hume Secretary when l•equi^ed. 

^ and atmuul reports to be laid before Parliament. 'J'he duties of the Visiting 
J Justices are specified, and other matters set forth for the mattagciiient of 
I ganif. In the second pitrt of the .statute tliere arc .supplemental provi-sions as 
; to the obligation to itKiint.*tin ])risons, as to contrarts and debts, the disi.ou- 
tinuance of prisons, the statux of prison ufficers, and other miscellaneou.s 
I matters. The appointment of “Prison Commissioners" will he forthwith 
I made, and the new rules'prepared to carry out the eiinctmetiLs, on and after 
j the 1st of April, 1878, in the various gaols in Enghand.

ol towns, and six for the ei'cction of brhlgcs and subways, the reniuindei 
being )>riticipally Bills lov the extension pf patents, for the improvement of 
private estates. 'I'wo personal Bills - vi/., Beamisb'a l.fivorce and the (Ire- 
gory Heirlooms Bills received the Royal A-s.scnt, as well as one under the 
title of the “Brighton and lamdon Scu-water .Supply Bill.” The great 
majority of the above mca.sures have become law, but 54 failed 10 receive 
the Royal Aanent; 23 of them, after passing the Lords, where they origi¬ 
nated, did not reach u first reading in the House of Commons. Only 
one. the North Metropolitan Tramways (Kxtemiion of'J'ime)Bill. was rejected 
on a divisicn of the Hou.se, the remainder lieing either withdrawn or reported 
against by the .Select Committee, on the ground that the “ preamble was not 
proved or tlie Standing Orders had tuit been complied with."

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OUR POSSESSIONS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


THE NEW EDDYSTONE LIGHTHOUSE. 


URJNG tbe past year attention has<^een largely concentrated 
upon our South African culnnic!k..and the (iuini;4 of their trouble* 
bomc neighbour the Kiuk of Zuludanci, What at hrht was 
regarded as a trivial quarrel, in which the miisht of Great 
Hntaiii W'ould assert iiktlf at once, unrortiiiiately l>Ios.somed into 
a war of serious dimensions, ami entailed the sacrifice of many lives and the 
expenditure of millions of treasure. The Cape Coluny Ims lieen u source of * 
sreat trouble and expense to tbe mother country. It was founded by the 
l)ntch in 1652. and taken |K>sse»«ion of by the English in 1796. At the 
Peace of Amiens it was given up to the Netherlands ; but it soon ag.iin fell 
into the hands of the Bruish, and has since coniiniied in their possession. By 
annexations the colony has assumed imposiug dimensions. According to a 
recent olheial return the Cape Colony pro^r had an area of 181,592 squire 
miles, and a population of 417^,581 ; British Kaifrari.i. annexed in 1866, con¬ 
tained SQuarc mdes and 86 201 inhabtunts ; Basutoland, annexed in 
t868, rontaincd 845 square miles and 750CX) inh.ibilauu; Finguland and 
Nomaualand, annexed in 1875, (-'outlined 5.000 square miles .and 140,000 
inhabitants: Gri^tialand West, annexed in <876, contained i6/>3u smtare 
miles and 45.300 inhabitants ; and the Transvaal, annexed in 1B77, cont tinetl 
ii4.3x> sq^re miles and i(x>,ooo inhabitants—total, 339,495 .square miles and 
1,142.783 inhabitants, 'i'lie revenue of the colony amounts ,-it presL'iit u> 
uliom two and a quarter millions sterling per annum, raised chinAy from 
import duties, and the expenditure has in a majority of late years exceeded 
tliat amount by jC3o,ooo or ^40.000. The imports are almost six nulltoas 
sterling, and the exports four and a half millions per year: and three-fourths 
ot the trade so reiSresented is done with Great Britain. 'I'lic exports consist 
cItieAy of wool, and the imports of textile goods and hardw.ire. The country 
is a Ane one, but its development has been retarded by the ahseiice of 
transport facilities. TJie inhabitants are a mixture of several races, and the 
Knropean settlers represent England, France. Germ.iny, and IlolUnd. 
Kartirs and Hrutentots are the most numerous of the coloured peoples, and 
there is a considerable sprinkltitg of Malays. Up till 1856 Natal w.is ad¬ 
ministered as a part of the Cape of Good IIopc settlement, but it w.as then | 
formed into a separate colony under a Lieutcimnt-Governor, who is a<-.<<istcd ! 
by an Executive and a Legislative (.'nuncil. The colony has an nre.t of : 
18,000 square miles, llie population is a little over 3oo.ux>. N.it.d is ; 
bounded on the north-east by Zulu-land, and the war of >879 origiiMt<‘(l in j 
u breach of treaty engagements on the fiart of the Zulu king. A mid had 
been made across the border into Natal, and two women refug earned off. 
On the case being brought under the iiotioc of the king, and a tlem.ind made 
for reparation, no satisfiictory reply could be ubluiucd, and at length .111 
ultimatum was sent lu him by the High Cummissioner, Sir Bartle Frertt. 
'rhis Cetewayo likewise disregarded, and when the time allowcil him for 
comsidcratiun expired the British trof^ps entered his country to seek satis¬ 
faction by force of arms. Of the result of the coalUct wc need say 
nothing here. [ 



S HE foundation of the £ddv.stone Lighthouse, erected by John 
Smeaton, has of late years shown !«nous signs of undermining : 
and the authorities of the Trinity Huuse, acting un the advice of 
their engineer, ^fr. T- N. Douglass, determined in 1678 to erect, 
upon another and a hrmer part of the Eddystone Reefs, a fourth 
lighthouse, to supersede the present one. That decision was nut arrived at, 
as might be expected, until every practical expedient had been vainly tried 
for rendering Sineaton's noble and historical building secure. At this 
juncture a proposal, emanating from an independent authority, was that 
'll) lead of a new tower being erected upon the Eddystone Rucks, the rocks 
theoLselves should be blown away, but the .suggestion was considered by tbe 
authorities of khc Trinity House to be gravely unpractic;il; so the project for 
a new lighthouse received, in due cour»e, the necessary Parliamentary 
s.inction. A good base for the building was fortunately found at a distance 
of about (30 feet S.S.K. from the existing tower ; and the foundation stone 
• if this important marine-eiiginecring work u'as laid in August, 1879, by the 
Duke of Edinburgh, M.nster of the I’rinity House, in the presence of the 
Prince of Wales, Tbe cputourot the proposed building will not essentially 
difler from that of its predecessor. Modern lighthouse engineer.s get their 
»orm of rock-tower from Smeaton, because Smeaton got his from Nature 
(his model being the trunk of a large spreading oak-tree)—to which infalliblo 
teacher true ar^itecis are ever indebted for the most perfect type.<i of beauty 
and of strength. A cyliiHlric.il base is, however, a novelty in the new 
siiuclure. Tliis b.asc. the upper surface of whicli will be feet above high 
water uf spring tides, h.as been designed for providing an efficient landing 
platform for the perinanont service of the light. By such an arrangement the 
monthly rebels of the keepers, and the supplying of the Hghlliouse with 
s>orc« and provisions, will ultimately be |)os.sihle whenever the state of the 
vc;i will acliiiu of a boat approaching the rock, and often when the rock itsell 
Is submerged toa depth of ao feet. But,although the./i»r7Wof thenewtowet 
will approximate closely to Smeaton's column, its ditntnsuttii will consider¬ 
ably exceed tbo.se of the present building. The base of Smeaton*s lower is 
32 feet in diameter, and its light 73 feet above high water, with an illuminated 
r.iiige of fourteen nautical miles. Us rooms are four in number besides the 
I tiiiern, each room being x%\i feet in diameter ; and it eontain.s about 13,543 
«. ubic feet, or 988 tons of .stone. The base of the new tower wSl be 44 feel 
ill diameter, and its light 130 feet above high water, with an illumitialed 
range of 17K nautical miles. Its room.s will be nine in number besides the 
LiiUeni, the .seven uppermoKt being each 14 feet in diameter; and it will 
couuin about tk^.ooo ctiliic feet, or 5,141 tons of stone.

GARDENING NOTES FOR THE YEAR. 


^s'^ANUARY.— All inlcr\.iU of fine weather shouhl be taken advantage 
^^ilr of to trench vacant plots. Sow early peas iowar<ls the end of the 
t month. A continuous supply of mustard and cress may be insured by 

sowing once every eight »ir ten d:iys in boxes kepi in a w'arin situa¬ 
tion. The hardier fruit trees should l>r lookeil to, and pruned .ami 
nailed. In the flower garden plants intended fur bwhiing out may be ixupal 
off from the store poi.s. Acacias, rorreas. should be removed from the 
greenhouse to the conservatory as they show fur bloom, ticraniums. prim¬ 
roses, and other flowers gn^wii on window stands should have their leave.s 
sponged occasionally, and be removed into the centre of tlic apartment on 
cold nights. , • . . 

FEnKi'ARV.—There is much work to do 5 n the kitchen garden this month. 
Radishes, (tpinuch, Brussels sprouts, peas, U-ilucc, celery, ami cabbajie 
should be sown, autunin-.sown cabbage |>I.iiiic<l out, and potatoes planted in 
fnimes. Continue the pruning and nailing of fruit trees. Aticntlou should 
be given to preparations for the summer display in the flower gan.len. Dig up 
borders, sow hardy atmuals in pots, protect choice tulips and hyacinths, liring 
forward dahlia roots for cuttings, ]iruue roses, hiiU place carnations and 
icotccs into blooming jpois. Give c.al«'eoIarias plenty of room in the green- 
oust, and get in ruttmgs from fuchsias. Seedling meluiiK and cucumbers 
should be potted off, and tomatoes sown. 

March.— Now is the time to -sow for the m.ain crops of onhms. savoy 
cabbage, Brussels sprouts, parsley, carrots, middle and late varieties of jicas. 
riant out cauliflowers and enrly-.snwn lettuce, aspar.it'us, and sea kale. The 
first sowing of peas will reipure to Ivp earthed up and staked. Blooms of 
fruit trees mav require protection. Top dress pinks and carnations, plant 
out txinsies, gladioli, and storks. Tn the greenhouse both hard and soft- 
wooaed plants should be encouraged by .5 free supply of water to make 
ull the growth prrssiblc. A first sowing of cucumbers and melons may be 
made. 

Ai'KIL.—I n the early part of this month the sowing of kitchen vcgetable.s 
may be continued. Lettuces should be tied up for blam hiug, and c.iuli- 
flower.s under hand-glasses should be freely exposed .and earthed up- In the 
flower garden the sowing of hurdv annuals sliould have early attention, and 
betiding plants in various st.^ges should be looked to and kept clear of insects. 
If the weather be dry and pitrehing, newly planted trees and shrubs will 
require regular watering. Attend 10 the advancing crops of melons ami 
cucumbers ; thin out the vines of the latter, and keep them constantly 
siopfied. 'Famatocs, capsicums, uikI chillies should be potted off, and 
melons should have an abundant supply of warm water. 

May. — Beds of onions, carrots, parsle>, ike., should now be thinned. Sow 
scarlet runners and endive, and [irovidc for a succebsionnl crup of lettuce, 
radish, .spinach, and -safading. Ground intended for winter greens and 
broccoli should be m. 5 nim‘d and trenched. Rose* should be freely supplied 
with liquid maimre a«*d frequently syringed. Rhododendrons and other 
flowering shrubs should also have frequent waterings if the weather be dry. 
Cuttings of chryKanthemums should m got in early, and ftichsias shifted and 
stimulated for autumn decorations. Riant out tomatoes, and shift chillies and 


TiJXK. ---Carrols, turnips, &c., should be further thinned where necesR.ar 
.md the main i.rops of Brussels sprouts, cauliflowers, early rabb-ige, and ci 
lettuce should be pl.'uitetl out. Make Irc.sh sovi iiigs for latest crops of .sc;irh 
rumicrs, lunups, beans, siiiti.icb, Icitdce. endive, and onions. I’lant celcn 
and earlli up putaiors. Mulch strawberry beds with straw, and lb’*' ••• 
goohcbcnies fur botiliiig. In the (lower garden cominuc the planting out i 
tender annuals, projiag.atc pinks and p.nisies for forcing, sow ,seviT.iI kimls • 
stocks to stand thnsuch the nv inter, and still attend to the watering of rose 
Window plaiit.s may now be placed outside. 

Ji’i.v.— Ket"p the- gnmnd alx^ui growing plants loo!>c and free from weed 
water when no< ess;».-y, .-md make succcs.siiiiu\l sowings of turnips, radisi 
letlucr, .anil simi.ich. Water fruit trees frequently, and protect cheirii 
from binls. Remove iload flowers aud insects from rose trees. Slake holl; 
hock.s, dahlias, •S.c . aiul clip hedge.s and edgings. T’liin out melons an 
Luciimbcrs and shade tliem during hot sunshine. Give cucumbers an 
vegetable marrows a fn:c supply of water. 

Ai'<;i:‘.T — I’lam successions of celery in the ground cleared of early pea 
.uid •'.'tvoys, colewort, niui asixir.'tgiis in that in which early potatoes wei 
grown. Earth up celery, and keep it well supplied with liquid manure an 
water. l*rotect fruit trees fiom birds and insect.s. Water, stake, and trii 
the contents of the flower garden. Give haial-woodcd grccnh<ju»c plants < 
much exposure a-s they will bear, so ;is to luirden them and induce a flowerin 
habit. 

Ski’II-'miifr. - E.'irth up cabbage, broccoli, and celery. Prick out caul 
flowers into nursery beds, :ind lie up lettuce and endive to blanch. Gath* 
in onions. Sow hardy annuals to stand through the Winter. Stake dahlh 
and other autumn flow'cring phinfs, Itegin to plant crocuses, anemone 
aconite.*, and narcissus, phant uut pinks, and prepare Iteds for pansies, 1 
the greenhouse Ghinese primroses, calcco1arin.s, and cinerarias will requii 
aitcntiou. and succvsMoual piatits in diflferent stages of growth kept steadd 
forward. Lift and pot chrysanthemums, and put violets from rite beds mac 
in May. 

(H TouKR. • Plant lettuce in a sheltered Kitimiion to stand through tl 
winter. Trench up all vacant ground, and gather apple.* and pears as read; 
Take up scarlet geraniums and other plants required for sturing, and urepat 
the vacant beds for the reception of hyacinths, tulips, and other bulnoi 
plants. 'Fhrow up beds of mixed dung and tree leave.* on which to ton 
asparagus. 

Novkmbkr.— Continue to earth up celery, and sow small salading und< 
cover. Stir the soil in beds of cabh^e, lettuce, and spinach. Pnine fni 
trees as soon as they drop their leaves. Plant tulips, and also rose.* of tl 
hardy sons. Calceolarias, i>elargoniums stnd cinerarias should have evei 
care and encouragoment to growth. Fumig.atc greetihoitsc plants free! 
Scarlet geraniums and other plants grown in windows shuuid nave the 
leaves sponged or syringed occasionally. 

Drcbmbkk.— Trench and mamire plots re^y for seed or plants. Muk 
over beds of rhubarb. Bring forward suceesstonal beds of rhuixtrb, sea kal 
nnd asparagus. ^ Attend to preparatory work generally, and exercise jud

PERSONS. 


LICE, Princess, Crrand Duchess of Hesse, died at H<sse Darjii> 
stadt, of diphtheria, contracted while nursing her children when 
suITcring from that disease, on December 14,1878. Her Uoyal 
Highness was born on the 25th of April, 1843, was therefore 
in the thirtv*sixt!i voar of iier age. She was married on the ist of 
y» *879, to Prince Louis Frederick William (now.Orand Duke of Hesse- 
Darmstadt), to whom she bore a family of neven children. Of the latter, 
Prince Frederick William died in June, 1873, from injuries sustained through 
falling from a window ; and Princess Irene Marie Louise died of diphtheria 
a week ortwo before her mother. Princess Alice was the chief nurse of Her 
father in his fatal iltnemi, and had won the highe.<it esteem of the people of 
England by the deep interest she took in all c&rituble work.s. 

Hkadon, the Kttv. Canon Fredbrick, died on June zo, 1879, at North 
Stoneham, near Southanip* 
ton. He was the oldest 
cleru^man in the Church of 
England. He was Imrn in 
London in December, 1777, 
and was consequently in the 
Toand year of his age. He 

{ graduated at 'IViiuty Col- 
egc, Oxford, in the first 
yanx of the present century, 
and in iSii became vicar of 
Tetley, and was in the same 
year presented to I he rectory 
of North Stoneham. in siir- 
cession to his father, which 
he h.ts held ever .since^a 

f oriod of iiixty-eight years. 

n 1812 he was made a canon 
of Wells Cathedral. Mr. 

Beadon was one of the 
foundersof theSouthamnton 
Savings Bank, of which 
institution he was for over 
sixty years a manager. 

When he attained the age 
of ujo the wrporation <tf 
.Southam)iton preseiut'd him 
with a congratulatory ad¬ 
dress. Her Majesty the 
Queen also sent him an 
uutogr.iph letter on the same 
interesting occasion.

well known as a writer on scientific que.stious. ! 

Croxsi.ky. John, formerlyM.P. for Halifax,dtetl onApril 16,1879,aged i 
sixty-seven. He wa» the last survivor of three brothers, who carried on the ; 
great carpet works at Deanctough, Halifax, now transformed into a joint- \ 
stock concern employing some 6,000 workjieople. He was four times Mayor 
of Halifax. Though often urged to liecome a candidate for Parliamentary 
honours, he declined imtil 18^4, when he was induced to come forward, and j 
was elected by a large majority hi the Liberal interest. Failing health j 
caused his retirement curly in 1877. j

Cushing, Calbu, the American lawyer and diplomatist, died on January 3, 
1879, in his seventy-ninth year. IVobably the most important po.st he ever 
hiied was that of Counsel for the United States in tlie Alabama Arbitration, 
with respect to which his antagonism tu Sir A. Cockbum will be remembered. 

Dali.as, E. S., dramatic critic, ondiauthorof ’’'The Gay Science," died 
on the 17th of January, 1879. 

Dbl Pilak, Infanta Maria, sister of the King of Spain, died at the 
Butlis of Escoriaza, on August 5, 1879. The Infanta w,as born on June 4, 
1861. She was the second of the daughters of King Fmneis D'Assisi and 
Queen Lsabella. It was this Princess who was .ho ofien mentioned as likely 
to become the wife of the Archduke Rudolph of Austri.'i. 

De Rdthkchild, Baron Lionel Nathan. <licd on June 3. 1879. He 
was bom in 1808, and succeeded to the title on the death of hix father, the 

late Ihiroii Nathan Meyer 
dc Rothschild, in June, 
1836. He was first elected 
one of the members for the 
City of London in the 
Lilxiral interest in August. 
1847, and though again re¬ 
turned in 1849, i 3^9, and 
^57, waa not permitted to 
Akc his Mi.at and give his 
vote till 1858, when the 
.sUiuding orders of the Hbuse 
were set aside by a resolu¬ 
tion in favour of himself and 
his co-religionists. Baron 
Rothschild lost his scat for 
the City of I.ondon at the 
genctal election in 1874. In 
the cumtnerciul world he 
enjoyed the highest reputa¬ 
tion. 

Dix, General John 
Adams, the well-known 
AmcricaH statesman .and 
sohher, died on April 90, 
187Q. 

Kvans, Rev. John, 
M.A., Prebendary of St. 
Paul’s, and for more than 
thirty years secretary of 
the Society for Promoting 
Chrisliyn Knowledge, died 
towards the end of May, 
1879. He was well known 
Us an indefatigable worker 
for that society, as well .as 
for the Deaf ood Dumb 
School, Old Kent Ruud, and 
the School fbr the Indigent 
RUnrl, Southw.irk. He was 
in his seventy-fifth year. 

Fkchtkr, Charles, the 
celebrated actor, died in 
America, on the 5U1 of 
August. 1879. He w.as born 
in London about the year 
182}, but was educated in 
Fr<ince. He first appeared 
on the London stage in i86u. 
when he look the part of 
Hamlet. In that and other 
Shaktqierian characters he 
won distinction. As lessee 
of the Lyceum Theatre ho 
was successful for several 
years, (n 1870 he went to 
America, where he fo!h>wcd 
his profession with satisfac¬ 
tory results for a few yc.irs; and then, abandoning the stage, he settled 
down as a fanner 

Froude. William, F.R.S., died at Simon’s Town on May 4* *879, 
while on a cruise uiidurtakcn with the view of rccruitiiil^ hi.s health. Mr. 
Froude’s attention had been, largely devoted to investigations on wave 
resistances, the o.scillat ions of ships, the usefuhte^ of bilge keels, on frictional, 
air, and wave-making rcsitiutnces, on the ratio of effective to indicated 
horhC-poWer, and on the best forms rtf screw propellers and rudders. Most 
of his conclusions have been adopted at the Admiralty .*uid embodied in 
the designs of our latest war-vewels. 

(lARRiSiiN, William Lloyd, the American abolitionist, died at New 
York on May 24, 1879, in his seventy-fifth year. Mr. (iarrison was a native 
of Ma.ssachusetLs. ami was originally apprenticed to a shoemaker, and 
afterwards to a printer. While very young he began to write for the press, 
and soon became the editor of a paper published at Baltimore which advo¬ 
cated tlte abolition of slavery. He expres&ed his views in such an outspoken 
manner that he was prosecuted lor libel and imprisoned for two month.s. 
After his release he went to Boston, and on January i, 1831,^ commenced 
there the publication of the another anti-slavery jounial. He 

conducted this paper for thirty-four years, iiometinie.s at great perstmal risk, 
for he was frequently threatened with assassination, and on one occasioa 
was dragged through the streets, and narrowly escaped with his life from an 
attempt made to murder him. He wax president of tlie American Ami- 
Slaver>' Society for twenty-two years. 

Grant, James, formerly editor of the ilfomfrig- died at Bays- 
water on Aiay93,1870, at the age of seventy-seven. Mr. Grant was in early 
life a printer, ant*, m 1827 started the JilKtu Courier. He afterwards 
came to London, ai.Vl joined the staff of the Montin^ Cbtvmcle. In 1850 
he was appointed editor of the hforuinj^ Atixvrtixcr, and held that postior 
twenty year^. He was the author of many publications. 
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HaVTRR, Sir W. G.» wais found drownci] in a lake in hU grounds 
at SouthiU Park, EasthampKtead» on the aSih of December, 187S. Tlie 
deceased was ihe son of Air, John Hayter, of Winterbourne Stoke, Wilt¬ 
shire, and was born early in 1793. He was educated at Winchester and 
Oxford, and in 1819 was called to the bar at Lincoln’s Inn, for some years 
practising with success in the Court of Chancery. In 1837 he was returned 
to the House of Commons as one of the munil>cr> for Weils, and two years 
arterw,nrdK retired from legal practice. From the end of i 8 .t 7 middle 

of 1849 he was Judge-Advocate Gencntl. afterwards becuming Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury, and m 1850 Parliamentary Secretary. Except 
during the time of Lxird Derby's first Administration, he held the last- 
mentioned post until 1858, when he retired. He was rewartlcd for his 
services by a Liaronetcy. At the general election in 186^ he retired from 
public life. 

Hii.l, Sir Rowland, died at Hampstead on August 27, 187'). He was 
the son of Mr. Thoma.s W. Hill, a schoolmaster, near Birininghatii. ami w'.is 
born in J79S. Sir Ruwl,an<l is Insst known as the author of the penny postal 
system. He fir'sr advocated his plan in a pamphlet published in 1837, and 
the system w,'is recommended for adoption by .1 Cominittec of the Bouse ot 
Commons in the following year. 'I'hc penny post was put into effect in 1840, 
when Sir Rowland received 
an appointment in the Trea¬ 
sury to enable him to afford 
theauthorities his assistance 
in carrying it out. On a 
cliaiigc of (iovernment in 

1842 he was removed from 
his post, on the ground that 
his services—the value 0% 
which was fully acknow¬ 
ledged by the (Joveriiment 

-were no longer reijuired. 

A. public testimnniai of the 
value of ;^i3,36o was pre¬ 
sented to him in 184(1. From 

1843 to 1845 Sir kowhind 
Hill was engaged in the 
management of the LriudoUi 
and Brighton Railw.ay. and 
in 1846 he was appointed 
secretary to the Postmaster- 
(leni*ral, and became chief 
secretary in 185.^. lie was 
made a K.C.P. m iStio, and 
retired in i8fu on account 
of failing health. 

Hkath, Baron, died on 
January 10, 1879. in hU 
eighty-ninth year. He was 
the oldest living Hiirnivian, 

.and one of the last, if not 
the last survivor, of the 
ijuoudam schoolfellow.s ot 
Lord Byron and Lord Pal- 
muLsion. For very many 
yeats lie had di.seharged 
the duties of Italian Constil- 
Cicneral in this country, and 
it was for these servii'cs that 
he received his tith’ of no¬ 
bility. Hcwa.s.'i Fellow of 
the Roy.jl Society, and ot 
the SfH:ieiv of Anliipianes. ’ 

Inlkam, Rev. Dr. 

Iamus, minister of tiic Krt-e 
Church at Unsi. .Shetland, 
died on March t, 1870, 
within .a inontli of lomplct- 
ing hi.s lo^nl year, having 
been born in Aberdeeusliirc 
on the jrd of April. 177^1. 

He w:cs licensed to prc.irh 
the (lospel ill i8fX), anti was 
ordained n minister of the 
Church of Scotland in 1803. 

At the disruption he became 
a iiiini.Hter of the Frc« 

Church. TItc degree of 
Doctor of Divinity was conferred on him by the University of Glasgow in 
1S44. The lather of Dr. Ingram lived to the age of 100, and his gr.and- 
t.iiher to the age of 105. Up to his ninety-seventli year J)i, Ingnuii con¬ 
tinued to preach, and alter that he preached occ.asiuually at the Coinnniiuon 
sctvi(,e 5 . 

Kklland, Professor, of the University of Edinburgh, died on the 7lh 
of May, 1879. He was Ixini in Somersetshire in 1808, and was .‘senior 
Wrangle." of tjfuccn's College, Cambridge, in 1834. The Town Council of 
Edinburgh appointed him to the Cliair of Mathematics in i8j8. He was 
the autlior of “The Elements of Algebra," “Algebra an Introduction to : 
Analyti^l Science/’^c. At the time of his death he wa.s Pre.<;ident of, the I 
Koyail Society of Edinburgh, He was also a Fellow of the Royal Society 
of London. 

Landskkr. Cuari.br, R.A., whose death, after a long illness, occurred 
on July 22, 1879, was the second of the three son.s of Mr. T.andseer, an en¬ 
graver of very considerable ability, the younger of whom w.as the famous 
Sir Edwin Land.seer. He was taught the rudiments of hi.s art by his father, 
in company with his brothers. He was boro on August 12, t7yc), ^nd w.as 
entereu as a .student at the Ac.adciny in 1816, becoming .afterwaros a pupil of 
the late H. R.^ Haydon. ^ The first picture of Ills which .attracted notice was 
the “ Plundering of Basing House *’ by the troop.s of the ConiiiionweaUh, in 
the exhibition at Somerset House iti 1836, He continued almost every ye.ar 
to contribute to the Academy pictures of historic incidents, with occasional 
portnaits, and in 1851 he was appointed Keeper of the Academy, .a post 
which he held till 1874. 

Lawrkncb, Lorcl, died on June 37,1879, at Kensington, in his seventieth 
ye.ar. His services in India extended from 1X3B till the period when he was 
Governor-General of India, prior to Lord Mayo’s viceroyalty. In 1856 be 
was madea K.C.B., and tn 1857 G.C.B. In 1858 lie w.as created a baronet, 
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He succeeded Lord Elgin as Viceroy of India in Dccemlicr. 1863. In April, 
1869, he was created Huron Lawrence of the Punjaub and of Gralely, in the 
county of Southampton. 

Lkfkf, the kcw. Wii.t.iAM, a Wateiloo veteran and for the last htiv years 
a clergyman of the t.hurch of England, tlied on June ft. i«7<i, .it HolbriKikc 
H.all, near Derby, i’he son of the l.ite Mr. h.amucl Lcckc, of Havant, 
Hants, and St. John's, Isle of Wight, he was born in 1707, uiid entered the 
Army at the age of seventeen, licing fortunate eiiiMigh to join his rugnnent, the 
52nd Light Infantry, just six weeks before the battle of Waterloo. In this action 
he carried the rvgiiiieufal colours of the 53nd. borne years ago, Mr Lcckc 
wrote *’ Lord Seaton’s Regiment at Waterloo." After Wnicrloo, Mr. Lcckc 
scrvctl with his regiment m.llu; army of occupation. He soon aftrrw.ards re¬ 
tired Irom the army, and.afur taking his degree at Cambridge, w.is onlained 
.a clergyman. For thirty-seven years he w.is incumbent of llolhr*H>ke. 

Ldkiwku. Rev. Dr.. l*rincip.al of the Presbyterian College of London, 
died at Whitehaven on July 29, 1879, .alter a short I'lncss, Dr. Liirimer 
had been connected with the Presbyterian t'ollecc in London since its com 
mencement, and for the last year .and a half Tie had been its iVincipul. 
Formerly he was Professor of Biblical Criticism. He is the author of several 
works, one of the principal being a “ Memoir of John Knox,’’ 

Ma’ihkxun. Sir Jamks. 
Burt., died .at Mentouc, on 
tin* 31st December, 1878.

At an 
early age he went abroad to 
push his fortunes, and be¬ 
came one of the Immdcrs 
of the well-known firm of 
J.ardinc, Matheson & Co., 
in India .and China. He 
returned to this country in 
1843. In Parlumcnt he .sat 
for Asldmrton from 1843 till 
11147. and thcrcaltnr for Ross 
null fiom 1847 till 

jKOS. uhcu he retired. Sir 
Janies was f,)r scvewl years 
ch.nrman of t)u* Peiiinsidar 
and Oriental Company, .and 
:i memhet of the licurd ot 
'J'rustccs for Mnmifacluros, 
and of the Fishery Board 
in Scotland He was also 
a Fellow of the Royal 
Sccicly, Vi(.e-I'rr*«idoiU of 
thr t’alcdohum Asylum, 
J.uiuloii, and I.ord'Lieu- 
tnmiit of Koss-shirc, being 
al.so a Deput>-Liculcnant 
and Magi.str.ate for buihcr- 
huidshire. 

Mri KYAKD, Miss Ei.i/a, 
auihorcss. died cm April 4, 
1R70, in hcrsixiy-thirci year, 
Ht;r first work. “ Struggles 
for ^'a^le.” puhliihcd about 
lliirfy-fivc years ago, and fe, 
pri/f essay on “Juv<*nil« 
Depravity,'* ni.ide her name 
known a.s a wntcr. Having 
given to worl<l several 
novcL and sliort ulcs, she 
heuune a conirihutoi to 
I'oMglus Jerrohl's uews- 
pr.piM .and maga/inc, m 
which she wrolc under the 
pseudimyni of “Silvcrpcii.** 
Her most inipnrtaiil works, 
however, were written and 
puhlisltcd in her own name, 
cK^recially “The Hallowed 
Spots of Ixjndnn," in i8bi ; 
and “ The Life of Josiali 
WedgwotKi." 

M’Nfilh. Dean, died on 
l.nui.iry 2'^. 1^79 A native of B.dljcastlc. in the connly of Antrim, he was 
born in 17C)^, and was cdiu-atcd at 'JViiiity College. Dublin. U wns his in¬ 
tention originally to have followed the l.iw. but he was led to change hifc 
views, and took oidcrs from tlje th«n Bi.shop of Kaphoc. Having been 
presenteil to the living of Alluiry, near Guildfonl, he hecame kimwn ax a 
most popular Ev.mgelical prc.u.lier in the iieighhourhood of London In 1R34 
he vvus appointcil to the incnnihcni y of St. Jude’s Church, Liverpool, where 
he .attiac’ied tlie atiention of Dr. (Ir.ihatu, tlien Bishop of Chester, who 
rewarded his el<Kpiettoe with a t.moiiryin his cathedral. In i8(<8 he was 
promoted to the (Icanen of Kij>oii, but rcsignetl in 1876. 

Musthvs. Coimn.tiMh'T G C , the well-known cxjdorer of Patagonia, 
died on ^sth J.imiarv. I'-^o HI- work “At Home witli the Pat.igoman.s’' 
is a first-ratc .uiihonty on this inhospitable country, and Mr. Musters obtained 
his iiifonu.ition by living wiili the Patagonians for many months as their 
“king," and it wa.s only by a that he managed to get .away from a 
people who had learned to adore him 

Napoi.kon, Prince Lolls, son of Najioleou III. and tin Kniprexs 
Fiigenic, Was killed «m June i, 1879. while serving with tlic British .army 
against the Zulus. The JVince was bom at the 'I'uilcries iu M.irch, 1856, 
and bad consequently c ompleted his twcnty-tliird year. From his earliest 
days he was familiarised with military displays, an<l while a mere inftuit was 
attached fo the First Regiment of the Grenadiers of the Guard. When the 
war with flcrmany broke out, the Prince accompanied bis lather to the field, 
and received Ids “ bapiism of fire " at .SaarbrucK. On tbc dtnvnfall of the 
Empire, the Prince, along with his parents, came to England, and soon 
afterw.avds began bis studies at the Royal Military' Academy, Woolwich. 
He proved ;m .apt pupil, and look a high place at the examinations. While 
waiting for the ripening <>f events that might ulliinaiely lead to his liecomiug 
ruler of the Frem.h people, he sought .an opportunity for distinguishing him-

Ohanoe, Prince of, v>n of Kine William III. of the Netherlands, .tnd 
heir presiimiitivc to the Throne of Holland, died at P.'iris on June lu, 1879. 
*i’he late Prince was born at the Hague, on September 4, 1840. He was 
an Admiral, a General of Infantry, and an Inspector of Cavalry in the 
Hutch service, and comm.anded besides an infantry regiment in the Russian 
army. 'I'he Prince of Orange was. as is generally knowm. more of a Parisian 
than a Dutchman, and meierred Paris to any other place of residence. 

'(isaMiR&dGirR, Dr. Edward, one of the most dktiiiguihhcd profesHors of 
the University of Zurich, and a legist of European reputation, died on the 
7lh of June, 1S70. 

Panizzi, Sir Antonio, K.C.H., died on the 8th of April, 1879. Sir 
Antonio was for nearly thirty years assistant and principal librarian of the 
BricUh Museum. He was a native of the Duchy of Moden.'t, where he was 
bom at Brcsceiio, on September 17, 1707. His doct<)r’s degree he took at 
the University of P.irma in 1618, and the profesrion he chose was the bar. 
He W11.S an ardent patriot, taking part in the Piedmontese Hcvuhiiioii of 
1821. He Itad u narrow esenpe for hU life when .arrested at Cremona, ami, 
like so m.arty of his counirj-mcn, found a home in England, where he was 
liefriendcd by his di.'«tinguish4’d countryman L'go Foscolo. From being a 
te.acher of languace.s in Liverpool he was adv.-inccd to the profssborship of 
Italian in Univenoty (.'oliegc, I.A>nJon, where he .attnictcd tlie attention of 
Lord IJrougham, who prcMuired for him the tmst of assistant lilirarian in the 
British Museum, in the service of which cstaulisliment he rose to l»e |jrmcipal 
libnirmn, on the reeigimiion of Sir H Ellis in 1856. In 1866 he re.sigiicd on 
full salary, and in iR6y received the order of K.t’.H. His principal works 
arc an edition of the “Orlando Innamonito di Hoiardo," and “Orlando 
Fiirioso di Ariosto,” with .in essay on the “Romantic Narrative Poetry of 
the Italians." 

KtcHTUK, Ern-^t Frihdrich, one of the most distinguished musical 
thvi.n'ists of the present generation, died at Leipsic on the 9th April, 1879, 
in the seventy-first year of his .age. 

KoxnuRciHK, the Duke of, died on the 23rd of April, 1879. He was born at 
FIckus Castle, Roxburghshire, on the lath of July, iBi6, and wms educated 
at Kton. He succeeded to his father's titte.s and estates in July, 1823, when 
tmly seven years of ngc. 'I’he duke was for many years an olheer, and for 
.some time a l.ieutcnant-General, of the Royal Archers, Her Majesty's Hodv 
Guard of Scotland, and he w.is a niagutrate for Haddingtonshire and 
Koxhurghsltire; he had also lield the lorddicuicnancy of Berwickshire 
since 187?. Immedmlcly on attaining his majority in 1837, the duke had 
beslowctl upon him an English earldom, i-riving him a sca^ in the House of 
Peers. The duke wa.s a staunch Liberal in politics, but took very little part 
in public affairs, being more fond of rtind sports and agricultiir.'il pursuits. 
He w.Ts an excellent landlord, and liLs tenantry were much atiuched to him 
I>ers(mally. 

Si’KNCBR Cowi'un, the Hon. Cmari.ks, ilied of Roman fever at Albano 
on the ;iolh f»f March, 1870, at the age of sixlynwo. He was the youngest 
son <if Peter Leopold Louis Francis, filth Earl C(»wper, by hi.s wife, Kmily 
Mary, (laughter of Peniston, first Vi.scount Melbourne, who .afterwards 
nmniud Viscount Paliiiorstou. Mr. Spencer Cowper was appointed to .1 
(.lerksliip in the Koroicn Oliice in November, 1834. and was private sixreiary 
to Lord J'almcrston when .Secretary of State foi Foreign (Affairs from May, 
1835, to November, 1819, when he was appointed Secretary of Legation at 
Florence. He was tmnsferred to Stockholm in August. 1841,.as .Secretary 
of l.cgutii'm. which post he resigned in September, 1843. He retired from 
the diplomatic service when he inherited the Sandringham estate from Mr. 
Mottcaux, and, after selling it to the Prince of Wales, Mr. Cowper lived 
chiefly in France and Italy, and occupied a prumment position in the social 
circles cjf Paris and Rome. 

Tavuik, Jambs Bavaki>, the United States Minister at Berlin, who 
'•iiicd on the lyih of Dci.cmber, 1878. was a man of letters whom his 
countrymen regarded with hi^h and merited respect. In addition to graphic; 
accounts of his wanderings m nmny lands, he wrote a number (♦f novels 
and pociiLS, and cxccntccl .several tr.uislatiotis from the Oermnn which at¬ 
tracted most favoundile notice. 

Ti kniik, Very Kev S^ nsiiv, formerly Dean of Kipon, a clergyman long 
idcmificd with the reformiitoiy movement in connection with schooks and pn- 
.soiif, died at Henipsted Kcciory mi 26th June, 1879, at theageof siyiy five. 
A son of the well-known historian of Anglo .Saxon and Medixval ICngUmd, 
Sharon Turner, be w'as b»jrn abtnit the year 1814. tind w;is5 educated at 
Trinity College, (’anibridge. where lie took his Jlachclor's degree as i8th 
Wrangler in 1836, and proceeded M.A, in due course He was Inspector of 
Prisons and Reformatories, and Resident Chaplain to the Institution of the 
i'iiiianthropic Society for the Hcfornialion of Juvenile OfTeiiders from 1857 
down to 1875, when he wa.s apjMnnted De.an of Kipon. ‘rhis post he re.signcd 
in the following year, w'heii he .accepted t)ie rectory of Hemi>sled. 

Vo.s Ki)(.>n, Ai.ukbcht I’m-.oDiiR E.mil, Fichl M.irshal of the German 
army, died on the 23rd of Fehruary, 1879. He w.is born on the 30th April, 
1.803. at J*!eush2gcn, near CoUierg, and entered the army m iSiA He 
proved a zealous student of hi.s profession, and in 1826 was appointed a 
tc.iclier in the cadet -school .it Herliii. He w;cs icrssiunaiely fond of gcogniphi- 
cal Studies, and tr.ivellcd over nohemia, Moravia, Hungary, Swit/erland, 
It.dy, and other countries, the re.suU Ixing the appearance in 1837 of his 
“ hnlitary 1 >esi,i ipiiou of Eunnie,” .and in 1839 of his “ IlnirLan Peninsula." 
A]*poimcd maior in 1S43, he again joined the active army tmder (.;encr.al 
von I'i'ul He saw the need for reform in the PnissLui army, but found him¬ 
self and his SLhcnies ('ppised in Parliameniary circle.s, and by military 
men of the «‘ld schesd He persevered, Innvever, .and when the result of 
his adnurahle reform w'as seen in the conihet with Austrja, in 1866, he 
i*ecame a popular idol. In 1H71 he w.is appointed President of the Prussian 
Alinistry, and held that office till .shortly before his d^ath. 

WAt.nia.KAvtt. Countess, wife of Lord Carlingford, died on July 5,1879, 
from an uUuck of bronchitis. She w.as ,a daughter of Mr. John Praham, 
the celebrated singer, .and had l>cen four Unies married. Her first husband 
was Mr. J. J. W.ildcgrave, of Na\estock; .she subsequently married, in 
1840. the seventh Earl WalJrcravc, who died in i8it.; in 1847 nhc was 
married to Mr. (k G. Vernon Hurcourt, M-P., who died in 1861 ; and in 
186; she became the wife of the present Lord Carlingford. 

Wa«^ En'VARU Mattiif.w, U.A., died on January' 115, 1879. He was 
bom at rimlico. in iSif, ami in 1834 entered as a student at the Rojml 
Academy, under Wilkie. His first picture, “Portrait of Mr. O. Smith in' 
the character of Dim (Juixote," was e.shibited the same year. He went to 
Home in iSiband spent three v'cars there, during which time he pioduced 
several works that laid the foundation of his artistic reputation. In 1845 his 
]i(Kition was much advanced by his miming of that memorable event— 
“Dr. Johnson in the ante-room of Lord Chesterfield.” In 1846 he was 
elected A.R.A., and in i8ss obtained the higher degree. He was highly 
potmUr ns an historical painter, and a numbn of his best works are in the 
nation.^! collection. 


INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITIONS. 


LONDON AGRICULTURAL (1879).' 

S HE annual show of the Royal Agricultural Society for 1879 was hel 
in July .at Kilburu, near London, and'was on f sicale of unusut 
m.'ignitude. l-'or the purposes of the Exhibition a space of 
hundred acres was enclo.sed, drained, and covered by <dtcdding iu* 
other accommod.ation. Some idea of the extent of the provisioi 
m.ade may he gleaned from the fact that the shedding, if placed in a con 
ttimous line, would exceed ten miles in length. 'I'hc ontric.s of live stocl 
were a.s followHorses, 813 : cattle, 1,007,' sheep, 841; and pigs, an 
Over 650 exhibitors entered itnpleineiit.s .and m.ichines : and the tota 
number of articles .shown in that department wus close upon 12,000. Amonj 
the ^hibitors in every section there wns a fair representation of foreigner 
—animals, imnlemeiit.s, or produce being sent from France, (iemiany 
Belgium, the Netherlands, l)eiimark, and .Sweden. Tliere were also i 
number of American exhibitors. Upwards of ;Ci4,ooo were awardet 
in prizes. Special features of the Exhibition were an Internationa 
J>air\% and a Comparative Museum of Ancient .^nd Modern Implement 
of Husbandry. So far as the exhibits were concerned all the element 
of .success weie present. The horses, cattle, and other live stock include* 
the most famou.s animals ul the inosi celebrated breeds, and the col 
lection of machines and implements wa-s by far the largest and mos 
varied that was ever got together under the auspices of the Society 
But the show was mifortunatcly completely marred by the bac 
weather which prevailed for some time before it was opened .and all during 
its course. 

SYDNEY (1879). 

Encouraokd by the success of an Exhibition on a small scale which lhe> 
organised a year or two previously, the people of New South Wales last yeai 
ventured to attempt an international show of an extensive character. 'J'hey 
built a grand )>a]acc lor the (H.-ca.sion, and invited all the world io*t>arttcipau 
in the undertaking. I'lie ExhibititJh building wa.s reared on an admirable sit* 
overlooking the But.anic Gardens. The structure had a floor-sijace of 7 J acres 
and its nmiii features internally were a nave 800 feet in length and transepts 
500 feet long, 50 feet wide, and 60 feet high. Opening ^oni these wer< 
various aisles, anncxrs, and gallcric.s. In England everything wa.s done t*. 
make the ICxhibition sn* cessful. A Royal Commission, with the Friiice ol 
Wales at its lio.ad, w.is apiiointcd. “ to obtain and dLstribiiie fiill information 
as to the best niodc by which ilu: products of the manufacturing and agri¬ 
cultural industry and the fine arts of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, our colonies, and dependencies may lie pnictired and forwarded 
for exhibition ; to assi.si with their advice and co-operation, ami generally 
to promote the smeess of th<* said Exhibition.s in New South 'W^les and 
Viciori.x respectively.'’ I'he services of the Coinmivsiun were of a mosi 
v.'iluahlc kind, and many manufacturers and others were induced to become 
contributors to the E.shihilion. 

MELBOURNE (1880). 

The foundation-stone of the Melbourne Exhibition Building w-as laid by 
Sir George Bowen (the retiring Governor of Victoria), on the 19th ol 
Febniary, 1879. The site is an excellent one, and will show off the stnicturc 
to advantage. and as the building will lie retained as a permuiieni 
exhibition building, it will probably for many years, be I'eckoned as one ol 
the most striking onmnionis ot Mrlboiirnc. The salient features of the 
building will lie, first, a dome higher than the Jiighest spire in the city, 
Hanked by a number «jf smaller towers of pavilion .shape : and, secondly, a 
variety ol orn.niienuil dclails, mostly in such high relief as to utterly deface 
the dead-wall cITcci but too frequciiilyconveyed undersiinil.'u ciicumstances, 
I'he building, excluding tlie temporary annexes for machinery, is cruci¬ 
form, consisting fif a nave ^cxifcct long, cut through its centre by a Iransept 27c 
fed deep. This transept is ihc leading feature ol the fabric. At its south end 
is the chief portid a tall arch 40 feet wide and 60 feet high, deeply recessed, 
and reached by a llight of broad stone steps. On each side are square towers 
Toi; feet high, adorned by picturesquely shaped and well-grouped windows, 
together with Ionic pilasters and enriched p.anels. .Some 50 feet behind the 
portico, and at ilic point wlicrr the transcut intersects the nave, rises the 
dome, octagonal in form, ami reaching the height of 223 feet, l>eing about 
130 feet above the main roof. As the dome rears itscll above the main roof 
it is surrounded by C(.*iumns, dividing groups of windows, and ju&t above 
that jioinl the tajiering gradually begiii.s. At its base the central tower Is 
100 leet .square, but as its oct.'igonal shape become.s defined the diameter is 
contacted to (k> feet. 'I'he rest of the building is in keeping with its 
ni.ain features .and with the nature of its design, which may he characterised 
us Italian Renaissance. The material used is brick .stuccoed; thereof is 
constituted of iron. 

MEXICO (1880). 

On the 15th of January, 1880, an Intcmntiooal Exhibition of the products of 
agriculture, manufacturing industry, .science, and art will be opened in the 
city of Mexico. The scheme for such an entetprise has been for a long 
lime under the consideration of the Mexican Government. Some months 
since, .a number of inlhicnlial bankers and merchants from the western cities 
of the United .Suites were induced to pay a visit to Mexico and see thing*- 
for themselves They reported very fnvoumhly as to the present condition 
and prospects of the Commonwealth administered by president Porfirio 
Diaz; and the programme of the forthcoming International Exhibition 
indicates at Ic.ast a promising anxiety on the p.ait of Mexico to take part 
once more in the comity of nations, from which, since the slaying the 
Archduke Maximilian, she has been by common European consent dis¬ 
sociated. In fact, the (iovernment of l>on Porfirio Diaz have ofitcinlly 
Slated that their object in organising an Exhibition is “to raftite the 
erroneous imiiressiuns formed in foreign parts with respect to Mexico." 
which have been so prejudicial to the interests of capita and labour in 
tlutt country ; to open new markets for native commodities and fabrics; 
to encourage (he Mexican consumer by promoting competition in articles 
imported from abroad into Mexico; and to attract tnw'ards the Republic 
elements which will place her in a petition “to solve economical and 
soc:'ai problems.” Every nation will be invited to exhibit, including those 
which have not yet established or resumed diplomatic relations with the 
Kepub’lc.

Vaughan & Co. (Limited) received a large pmy of prominent 
iron manulacturers at their Middle.>»borcugh Works, in order to 
witness the experimem.s they had been making in prr>ducmg steel 
frem Oevelana iron. The process they have adopted is so simple 
that it now appears almost incredible that the discovery was not need earlier. 
Au ordinary Bessemer converter is lined with a basic material made of 
magnesian limestone. Exactly the same process is adopted with regard to 
blowii^ the convener as in the case of hematite iron, with the exception 
that al^rthe •’blow" has been applied for five minute!., a small quantity of 
the basic roateriai (oxide of iron) is thrown in. The spiegeleiscn, or mirror* 
iron, which is always added in the converter .at the moment tlie phosphorus 
is driven out, is made by the company, and contains ao per cent, of ninnga* 
nese and 5 per cent! of carbon. The Cleveland Iron, wheii placed In the 
converter contained i 4 per cent, of phospoms. 'I'hc steel linal]^ produced 
contained only o*e. Tested under the hammer and in the lever, the steel 
produced was found to be of the fine.st possible quality ; and as the lining of 
the coni'erto’ is only a trifle more expensive than the ordinary liidng of a 
Bessemer converter, it js not difficult to sec that Messrs. Ikdckow. Vaughan 
& Co. have made a discovery which caimot fail to be of the grciUest possible 
impoitance to the Cleveland district.

Discovekyof an UNwaRfjROUNi) LAKK.-“TheTlcmcenCwr/rrlAlgeria) 
descrilies a wonderful discovery madd^in 1879 at the picturesuuv cascades 
of that pUice. f^ome miners liad blasted an enormous rock near the 
cascades, and, on removal of found it had covered u large open* 

ing into a cave, the'floor of which was covered with w.Tter^ Constructing a 
rude raft And providing themselves with caudles, the workmen .sailed along 
this underground river, which at a dist.ince of sixty metres was found to 
merge into a large lake of limpid water. The roof of the cavern wa.K very 
high and covered with stalactites, the brilliant colours uf which sparkled 
utuler the light of the candles. Continuing their course, the workmen had 
at certain places to navigate their craft between the xtal.'ictites, which, meet¬ 
ing stalagmites from the tied of the lake, formed enormuiLs columns, which 
looked as if they had liccn made expressly to sustain the enormous arches. 
'Hiey thus reached the extremity of the lake, whore they noticed a large 
obamiel exteiuling towards the south, into which walerquietly made its way. 
This is suppo.scd to be a large tiswrc which Ua.s bxfllled e.vploration liithcrto 
at Selidon. and which' connects the cascades with that locality, and thus 
with tlic mysterious sources of the Tafna. U is possible that here they 
have found an immetMe natural liasin, supplied liy iiowcrful sources, and 
seading a part of Us waters towards the lake, while the rest goes to Sclidou. 
The 'workmen estimated the distance underground traversed by them at 
tliree kilometres and the breadth uf the lake at two. 'I'hcy brought out with 
them a quantity of fish, which swarmed round the raft, and were found to 
be blind. 

Trlkorapuic Writing Machine.—A n invention of a really pnactjcal 
cliaracter has pist been made by Mr. E. A. Cowper, the well-known 
mechanical engineer, it is a real tclegrapluc writing machine. The writer 
in London moves his pen, and simultaneously at llrightun another pen is 
moved, as though by a phantom hand, iu precisely similar curve.s ami 
motions. The writer writes in Loudon, the ink murks in Brighton. The 
pen at the receiving end has all the appearance of being guided l>y a xpirit 
hand. 

'I'tfB Grbat Towns oe BRlTAtN.— Thc Kegistrat-fieneral has made 
his iuinual calculation of the population of tweiity-three largo towns of the 
United Kingdom, The municipal boundaries arc taken as t!ic limits of the 
towns, except for London and J>nhlin, and the estimate, except for .Salford, 
is bus^ upmi the assumption that the population is increasing at the same 
rate as that shown by tnc last census. London ht'.-ids the list, and its 
population, within the registration district, U stalu<l as increasing from 
3*577>3®4 O' the middle of the year 1878 to j,6ao,8f>Pi in the middle of 1879. 
Glasgow stands OBxt, with an increase from 566,940 in the middle of 187$ to 
576,156 in the middle of 2879. Liverpool shows an increase from 539,681 to 
538,538; Manchester from 3^,514 to 361,819, and its ixirtner Salford from 
270,951 to 177,8^9, niuking n total increase in the year from 550.7^ to 
539,6(^ for Manchester with Salford. Birminghsun shows an iucrea-se from 
383.117 to 388,884. Dublin is credited with 314,666 in i)Oth years. .The 
incre.'uic- stai^ for Leeds is from 304.94S to 3x1,860: Sheffield, from

Bakthquakc in Pbrsia.—O n the send of March, 1879, 3.43 a.m.

and cast as far as Zeuiijan; no damage was caused in the former city, but 
in the vtciniiy of Miaaeh, where the shocks continued with more or less 
vigour up to the and of Ajm, great damage and lowi of life occurred. An 
orndal report, prepared for the rersion Government by the Persian telegraph 
authorities at ^fianeh, gives the damage as follows: -Twenty-one viUago 
totally destroyed, fifty-four grCatlv damaged, 912 persons killed, together 
with 2,600 sheep, 1,135 oxen, 134 horses, and 55 camels. 'The centre of the 
poshf^nces was the mountain of Dousgouche. 

£h. J Drinking in Englanp.—A ParKamentosy return lately issued 
elected curious information as to the impon of wine into this countrv 
popular i‘‘ loat twenty years, in the fint of which, 1859, the old scale of high 
national shillings and ninepence per gallon—was in force. The total

and every shade and degree of acid abomination knOwn as cheap claret liad 
been introduced to the full extent that the national taste could tolerate, the 
receipt of French wine had increased more than sixfold, but that of port, far 
from falling off, had iAnore than doulded, and Spanish had au;j;meiiteu 260 per 
cent. Tlie total import in that year was 31,662,356 gallons—htgh-waler mark, 
as the event haaproved. Jn 1875, the import fell to 16,429.301 gallons, and 
in 18^6 it was only 16,459,538 gallons. Of this quantity the proportion 
contributed by France was nearly the same asm 1873 ; but Spanish wine 
had fallen from 9,389,367 g.'illons in 1877 to 5,714,948 in 1878, and ports from 
4,037,530 gallons to 9,990,285 gallons. The cheap and light wines have thus, 
on the whole, maintained the start they took after the reduction of the duty 
in 1B60: while the strong, falMiodtcd and dead wines, which at first showed 
an absolute increase, have since lost a portion of that incre.ise, and, against 
the sixfold gain to the French, only showed in 1878 an augmentation of about 
50 per cent, 

Thk Auuiombtbr.— At a meeting uf the Royal Society in 1879, Dr. 
Richardson demonstrated the action of a.new instrument which he liad named 
the audimoter, or audiometer, and which had just been invented by Professor 
Hughes, the discoverer *of tlie micmjihune. The audiometer Is used as a 
preciM* measurer of the sense of hearing. It is formed of a small battery uf 
one or two Leclaiichc cells, a new microphonic Kiy, two fixed primary coils, 
a graduated insulated bar. to which, at each end. one of the fixed coils is 
attached, a secondar>' induction coil, which moves along the graduated bar, 
and a telephone, the terminals of which ore connected with the terminals of 
the induction coil. The scale on the bar is graduated into joo degrees, 
representing units of sounds from 300 to o, or xcro. At aou all wli 6 can 
hear at all can hear the vibration of the drum in tlie telephone. At o no 
one can hear, while between the two points there are 900 gradations 
of soun<], from the higlic-st down to xcro. In using the instrument, the 
tcleplume is put to the ear of the listener, while the operator moves tin: 
microphonic key. and at the .same time shifts the inducliuii coil on the 
graduated bar, so as t<i measure the hearing power of the pet son under 
examination. 

Iku’ULAi'ioN AND Rki’RRskntation.— A Parliameutary return shows that 
the estimated population of England in the year 1879 wa.s 35,165,336, and the 
total, net produce ol the revenue derived from taxation (exclusive of the 
amounts for the Post Office and Telegraph services) £$9,192,2^7. The esti¬ 
mated population of Scotland is 3,697,453, and the revenue Xl/,824,353 ; and 
the estimated population of Ireland 5.363,334, and tlie net produce of the 
revenue 490.353. If the 658 members of Parliament were allotted 
according to ^ijiuTation, England would have 4R5 members, Scotland 70, 
and Ireland 103. If the alluiinent were made proportiuuately id the amount 
of revenue, England would have 516 members, Scotland 78. and Ireland 64. 

'I'liE Perils of Factory Like.— Notwithstanding the fact that the 
machinery in factories is now fenced at all dangerous potnu, and that other 
precautions ;ire taken to guard the workpeople from harm, accidents r^iiltiog 
m death or serious injury to the person occur with deplorable frequency. 
During 1878 no fewer than 5,582 cases of death or injury were brought under 
the notice of the factory in-nicctors. From an enumeration of these, given in 
the report of the chief inspector, we learn that no fewer than 263 persons 
were killed outright, while thirty-eight sustained injuries which necessitated 
the amputation of the right hand or arm, 17 amputations of the left hand or 
arm, 703 amputation of portions of ri^ht or left hand, 27 amputation of pan of 
leg or b>ot, 314 sustained Iraciurf ol limbs or bones of trunk, 948 fracture of 
hand or foot, 539 injuries to head or face, and 3.433 laccratioms, con¬ 
tusions, Itc. tJf the whole sufferers 9,563 were adult males, 575 adult 
females, 1,428 male young persoms, 5C19 female ditto, 3x0 male children, and 
137 female ditto. 

'Kemakkaulb Alpine Phbnumbngn.'- A Geneva letter, dated February 
3rd, 1879, said “ A singular and almost unprecedented mcterological pheno¬ 
menon has Iwci^ olHicrv.ablc during the last ten or fifteen days in many pons 
of Switzerland. While the temperature in the vullcys and plains has Wen 
low, the waters covered with ice, and snow resting on the ground, .a warm 
soutli wind luLs prevailed in the uplauds and among the higher Alps, where 
the streams remsiit unfrozen and snow has almost disappeared. U'his 
has liccn especially the case in Urt. Schwyt:^ the Gnsons, Netichatcl, and 
the Bernese Ol»erlaud. Mr. Cooltdge, an Englishman, with four guides, 
made the ascent of the great SchreckUorn last week at 4 o'clock iu the after¬ 
noon, when Uie thermometer on the summit of the ntouhtain marked .several 
dtsrecs above freezing point.”

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THE PARLIAMENTARY SESSION OF 1879. 


URTNG the SesRion, the House of Lords sat on zoo days, M'hile 
the Lower Housd sat on days. I'he total number j^f public 
lVi\h introduced into the Lower House was 056, of wnich <mly 
ai originated in the Lord.s. and the rest in the Commons. 
Of this total less than one^half, or 118 Bills^ received the Royal 
Assent; eight were rejected by a direct vote of the House of Commons} 
<‘,8 were withdrawn: 67 were allowed to become dropped ordeie 
(fmtr oC them being down for consideration when the House was 
Mimmoned to hear the Royal Speech); four were thrown out in the I/>rds 
after having paased the Commons; and one (the Relief of Insane 2-*oor Bill) 
was referred to a Select Committee, whose report was not received in time 
to enaUe the I^use to proceed further with th« Bill. No fewer than 35 
of the public BilU were .sinmly measures imnlirming provisimial orders 
ninde under the Elementary Education Act, the Local Government Acts, the 
Hnunttgciand Improvements of Lands Acts, and various gas, water, tram* 
ways, and ether Acts. TheJItstof Bills wfaidi have develops into Acts of 
J^arBament include.^ ever a dosen Government measures of a more or less 
fowal nature I'elntin'g to money. From the actual number of BUls doalc 
u'ikh three or fouV must be deducted cm account of duplicate Bills on the same 
su^ecr. as m .tins cikie of the Public Werics Loans Bill, which was iiregulurly 
iiriutcd, and was withdrawn to make room for a ** No. 3,'* which actually 
became law, or of the Univeraty Education in Ireland Bill, when the 
G'Conor Don's Bill was withdrawn to allew the Government to introduce 
their measure. As regards the iwivate Bill legislation, the list of measures 
was much more formidalde, though somewhat below the average of 
recent years. Vutually^ howevm’, several so*csmed public measures** viz., 
those' confirming provMMMial orders'^'wefe eti^ private Bills under another 
giiioe, and a deduction should be made fram Uie list of public Acts 
and a corresponding addition made to the number of private Acts on their 
account. The number of private BiUs.^roaeht in by petition amotmted 
to zyj, of which 73 originated in the Hmtse of Lords, and 193 Bills actually 
r<a;eivcd the Ko^l Assent. The Bills may be classified as follows :->a6 
tramway and omnibus Bills, of which t< beome law; 79 railway Bills, of 
whicli 6 ] Imcame law ; ax ms Bills, or which 19 became law ; 30 water 
BiIIk, of which zj became Uw; z6 navigation^ harbour, and pier Bills, of 
which zs became law : and 44 local improvetnent Bills, di* which 39 became 
Hw. Tnere were also four Bills giving extra factlities for reclaiming 
wH%te lan^, three of which became law ; eleven Bills afrecline private 
estates, and two miscellaneous Bills, ail of which passed. Ihe following 
are Ixriof outlines of the provisions of some of the more important public 
Acts passed 

Ahmy RitTfULATioK. This measure has for its object the con* 
centratiOtt and stmplificarion, as well as amendment in various points of 
dntaiL’of the laws relating to the army. The Act is divided into .several 
par|». The first of these deals with the pen»ons who are subject to military 
flpd it brings invo thiR category camp-followers and sutlers when the 
araliy is in active service* Another part deals with the punishment of military 
owWice^, and nve rise to several heated debates in the House of (Commons, 
tinder the Act the power of inflicting corporal punishment is no longer vested 
ill the ^ovost Marshal at hts own wtll. But he it, entitled, if he find.s 
{WTSOns cemmitting ofleiices, to take them into custody and Kuuimun a 
court-tnartial on the spot of available officers, who will be able to act at once. 
Flogging wtll itt fiiture be confined to cases now met by .sentence of dc.'ith, 
fdr brea^es oif law on the field and on active service generally. As to 
oases of Afreit, there it a slight extension of the power of the commanding 
officer, and he cun no^porder twenty'Onc davs ni cases of absence without 
le.'tvr. In all these casei* there is a power on the part of the soblicr to appeal 
or call for evidence upon oath before he is subjected to punishment. In 
former cases, when a man wax tried by a coutt>mariiAl, he might not know 
fi'i a good While Whether he was acquitted or nut. Bui now, when .'u:<(uittcd. 
the fact must be 04 opce declared, i|nd the prisoner's dischurt'e ordered. 
Officers and men can now appeal for redress to higher uuilionties if they 
coiuiider that redress is denied them by their own officers. With respect to 
the enlistment portion of tlie Act, there is very little change! l^ower is 
given to the reserve men to rc*enter the army. 

UnivhrritV Education in Irkland,— The p’Conor Don introduced 
a Bill on tilts subject, bot it was talked out A Bill wax then brought in by 
the (fovemment and became law. Itx purpose is to establish a fresh Uni¬ 
versity in Ireland* to which is to be connded the duty of conducting exami- 
nationsitnd conferring degrees, and with which the (Jueen's ITniversity will 
lie merged It is enacted that it shall be the duty of the Senate, within 
twelve montlis after their first appointment, to prepare a scheme for the 
bettor advancement of uuiverxity eduettion in Ireland by the provision of 
buildings, including exaramation rooms and a library in connection with the 
tiniverstty to be founded tmder this Act, and by the establixhmeut of exhibi¬ 
tions, of scholarships, and other prizes, or any other such matters, in which 
scheme the following conditioue xhail be observed : ** First, tlmt the said 
several prlzes ahall be awarded for |»ofi«tency in subjects of secular educa¬ 
tion and not in re.spect of any subject of religious instruction ; secondly, that 
they sUall be open to ail students matriculating or who have matriculated in 
the xaid university, and the scheme may propose that they shall be awarded 
in respect of either relative or absolute proficiency; thirdly, in fixing the 
vuliMs and number of the said several prizes the Senate shall.have regam to 
the advantages of a simitar kind offered by the University of Dublin and 
'JVinity College, Dublin* to students of that university, so a.s to avoid, as far 
ax pusiible, any injury to the advancement of learning in that university 
and college ; and* fcnirtHly, that provision shall he made that no student 
holding any. sehobunhip or similar prizes in Trinity College, Dublin, or 
Queen's Cullegex, shall hold any prize or scholarship in the new university 
founded. under this Act without taking xuch other scholarship or prize into 
account." 

Fuulic Workk I..OANS.— -By this Act it is set forth that loans granted by 
(he Bublic Works Loans Commissioners at less than 5 per cent, shall bear 
.lid percent, interest, when the period for repayment does not exceed twenty 
yeai^ for thirty years, 4 for forty years, and 4^ if for more than that 
lime, and that the amount to be lent to one body shaU not exceed ;dtoo,ooo 
in any singte year. 

Fuauc rlBALTM (IntkoIiiBnts).*— This At^ came into operation on Tuly 
at, 1679. Its object is to enable sanitary authorities, rural at. well as urmn, 
to provide cemeteries for their districts and for thiivpurpDHe all the provision.s 
of the Public Health Act, 1875, with respect to a mortuary are extended to a 
cemetery. The effect of the new Act » to empower a sanitary authority to 
provide a cemetery, and to render it compulsory on them to do so if the 



l.«oca! ^veniment Board should require one to be provided. If the sanitary 
authority should deem it ^pedient to pnovitle a cemetery without resertiug 
to a loan for the purpose, it is competent for them to do so, and te charge the 
cost upon the local rates, in the case of an urban sanitary authority the 
rate liable for this cost will be the General District Rate or other rate 
applicable to the genera! purposes of the Public Health Act within the dis¬ 
trict. In the case of a rural sanitary authority the amount would ceme utnlcr 
the head tri* general expenses, and he defrayed out of the rate applicable 
to the payment of such expensex. The cemetery is not to be constructed 
nearer to any dwelliug-house tluin 300 yards, except with the consent of the 
owner and occupier. 'I'he sanitary authority may set apart a pt^on of the 
cemetery for iHirials according to rite rites of the EstahlisKed Church, and 
the bishop of the diocese may, on the application of the sanitary authority, 
consecrate the portion so set apart. A chapel, to he approved hy the hishop, 
must be built on the consecrated part for the nerformance of the burial ser¬ 
vice of the Established Church. A salaried chaplain is 4o be appointed to 
oflkiate in the consecrate part of the cemetery, the aj>pomtmont and salary 
to be subject to the approval of the bishop, 'fhe xanitaiw authority may set 
apart the whole or a portion of the uncotutecrated part of the cemetery as a 
place of burial fmr persons not being members of the Established Church, 
and may allow in any chapel built in such unconseenued part a burial service 
to be performed according to the rites of any church er congregation other 
than the Established Church. 

Banking and Joint Stock CoMrANiBg—The Chanceller nf the 
Exchequer introduce a Bill to makelcagain important changes^ in the law 
relating to banks and joint Mock commmes.' Portions of the Bill related to 
Scotland and Ireland, but as time did nor admit of the measure being get 
through in its entirety those portions were omitted. The part which 
placed upon the statute book enacts that an unlimited liability bank m;iy 
reduce its fiability to a particular multiple ofi ts piud-uo capital, leaving the 
shareholders themselves te decide whut that multiple snail be. 

Poor-Law Amendment.—-A n Act to amend the Poor Laws came into 
operation cm September i, 1179. Under this Act, poor-iaw^ guardians, with 
the sanction uf the Ixtcal Government Board, may subxcrioe to asylums or 
institutions for blind or deaf persons, or deformed persons, er towards any 
society for providing nurses, or for aiding girU or tmys in service, Ac. No 
subscription is to Im given by the gitordians to any asylum or institution 
unless the Looal Government Board is .satisfied that the paupers under the 
gtiaidians have or could have assistance therein in c;tse of noce-saity. P»wcr 
IS given to the Metropolitan Asylums Hoard to contract with any local 
auuioriiyin.the Metronolis for the reception and maintenance in any hos||Mt;d 
belonging to the Boara of any person suffering front any dang^ux infoctioiis 
disorder. Further, the Metropolitan Anyltims Do.ird nay provide ambulances 
for the conveyance of persons suffering fn^tu dangerous mfectieus disea.se.H. 
There is a proviKi<m in the same Act that .iny ImiTditig or hospital vested in 
guardians may be vested in (Keui .'is tho rural sanitary autherity of such 
union, and Uhod as ** infection hospitaU “

UcNigned to regulate the employment of rhiUlren in places of public amu'sc 
meiit in certain cases.” From andufter the commencement of the statute, 
any person who shall cause any child under the age of fburtecn ytttrs to take 
part in any pulilic exhtfution or performance whereby, in the opinien of a 
Court ofsuiumury jurixiliction. the life or limbs of such child shall be endan¬ 
gered, and the parent or guanlian, or any person having the custody of such 
child, who .shall aid or :i^t the same, shall severally be guilty of an offence 
againxt this Act, and shall on summary ettnviction be liable for each offence 
to u penalty not exceeding .4*0. Where in the course of a public exhibition 
or nerformance, which in its fiature is dangerous to life or limb of a child 
tinocr such age taking part therein, nnyucciaeiit causing octu^ bodily hanu 
occurs to any such child, (he employer of such child shall be liable to be in¬ 
dicted as having committed an assault, aud the court before whom sm h 
employer is ctmvtcted on indtctment.shall have the power of awarding com¬ 
pensation not exceeding jC'Jo, to be pakl by such employer to tlie child or 
some person 011 behalf of the child. The eviocMce as to the age of the child, 
if disputed, is* to be proved by the person charged. The Act, which is to 
commence to take effect on the xst /.anuary, tWo, is to apply to the ynitcil 
Kingdom. 

Fribnulv SoriRTiRs.- By the Act to amend the Poor Law Amendment 
Act, 1676, with respect to members of friendly and l>encfit societies, the a3rd 
provision of that rccitctl .kcl has been altered, and it is now enacted, and the 
enactment is in operation, that the provisioni in the section shall not apply to 
any moneys which a pntipcr or pauper lunatic, having a wife or other relative 
dependent upon him (or maintenance, may be entitled to receive as a member 
of any friendly or benefit society; but such moneys, su^ect to any deduc¬ 
tions for keeping up hi* memliership, shall be paid or appiti^ by the olficers 
of the society to or for the mainietmncr of such wife or relative; and where a 
pauper or pauper lunatic has no wife or relative dependent on him, no claim 
by guardiaus of any union shall Iw made on a society for expenses incurred 
ill his pciicfi unless and until the gu.ardians or relieving Omcera shall have 
declared the relief to Iw given on loan, .and shall have, within^ thirty 
days, notified the same to the .society or brunch, in writing,,of which the 
pauper or pauper lunatic is a member, and as such entitled to receive any 
payment . , 

pKKvaNTioN OF Crimrs.— 'This Act makes certain amendments in the 
criminal laws. By the Penal Servitude Act, 1B64. after a previous conviction 
for felony, the minimum term of penal servitude was Axed at seven year*. 
That provision was by the new Act reoealod after the i«t of Sentember, 1879. 
Another amendment is astotickets-of lcaveand persons under tne supervision 
of the police reportii^ themselves to the police. It is now provided that the 
holder of a licence, and any person subject to the supervision of the police, 
shall be deemed to have complied with such requirement by ptrsonaify pre¬ 
senting himself and declaring his place of residence to the constable who at 
the time when such notification ra made is in charge Of the police-station of 
which notice has been given to suidi holder or person to the place for nceiv- 
ing his notifioatton; or If no such notice has been given tn charge of the 
cMef officer of such office of peUee, the chief offi^ of a police distnet 
may direct such report to be made to the constable to charge uf any par¬ 
ticular police station or office, without naming the individual person. In the 
event of there lieing no notifitmtion on the records of a police-station, and on 
it being alleged by a person that he had complied with the Jaw. the Court 
shall require the attendance of such persons as may be necessary to prove 
the truth or falsehood of such aUegations The Act came into operation 
on the ist of September, 1879.
